LONE ICE FISHERMAN

This is the second in a series on the GST 
and how it works. 

"The big question mark (about the GST) 
is the consumer,” says Brian Kehoe of 
Wilkinson and Company, a chartered 
accounting firm with offices in Belleville 
and Trenton. 

"What will he do Jan. 1st?" he asked in 
an interview just before the new year. "The 
consumer is the big question.”

He acknowledges that consumers don't 
like the tax: "There is no question that the 
consumer perception of the GST in the first 
six months will be negative.” 

He expects consumers to "layback"” on 
making purchases -- but says he thinks the 
recession may have more to do with that 
than the GST. 

"I think the recession will have more 
impact,” he said. 

"Are consumers holding off on 
purchasing real estate because of the GST 
or the economy?" he asked. 

"Probably the latter," he replies to his 
own question. 

But the consumer is the big question 
mark because he is the only person who 
can't pass on the cost of the GST. At each 
level, most businesses can deduct the tax 
they pay from the tax they collect. The 
consumer can't. 

Will it mean more from the consumer's 





pocket? How much more? 

The federal government guesses that the 
GST will bump the inflation rate by 1.25 
per cent, Kehoe says. 

For Quinte area consumers, that could 
mean an increase of about $85 per person. 

According to the Financial Post 1990 
Canadian Markets, retail sales in the 
Belleville/Trenton market averaged about 
$6,800 per person in 1989. If the cost of 
living rises by about 1.25 per cent due to 
the GST, then the average retail sales 
would rise by about $85 per person per 
year. 

Kehoe, however, thinks the government 
figures may be too low. He expects 
inflation to rise somewhat more in 1991, 
although the recession could help flatten 
the inflation rate. 

"It will be more inflationary than they 
project,” he says, although he doesn't want 
to hazard a guess of how much more. 
"There is a real cost to businesses to switch 
that has to be recouped.” 

Calculating the effect of the removal of 
the FST and the imposition of the GST is 
impossible because of the complicated 
nature of the FST and the fact that the FST 
was an invisible tax buried in the cost of 
many items both directly and indirectly. 

Clothing, for example, was never subject 
to the federal sales tax before, but the FST 
was built into at least some of the costs of 
clothing manufacturers and clothing stores 
and would have had an indirect effect on 
clothing prices. 

Some items should drop in price, and in 
fact, clerks at stores like Canadian Tire and 
Shopper's Drug Mart were busy at the 
beginning of the year changing prices. In 
most Cases, prices were dropping 
somewhat. 

Last week, as well, car manufacturers 
announced that the list prices of new cars

La et example the headlines in a Toronto 

paper last week. "Shoppers discover GST's daily 

effect: It hurts! It hurts!" proclaimed the front page 
headline. A box next to it listed prices for items with 
the GST totalled up beside it. 

What was missing was an analysis of how prices 
have been affected by the removal of the 13.5 per 
cent federal sales tax (FST) that was replaced by the 
3ST. 

; The story even stated that in two of the four stores 
visited by the reporter, staff were busy marking down 
prices on thousands of items that dropped in price 
with the removal of the old FST. But the headline 
didn't reflect that fact. And when it came time to add 
up the prices and GST for each item, the reporter 
didn't even bother to compare the new price to the old 

mice. 

: The fact is that the GST will cost us more -- but not 
a whole lot. 

Some things that weren't subject to the old FST will 
cost more. Services will cost more. Clothing and 
shoes will cost more. Restaurant meals will cost 
More. 

But other things will cost less. Appliances will cost 
less. Cars will cost less. Furniture will cost less. 

Several examples. We understand that one 
hardware store has 35,000 items. Of those 35,000 
items, only 200 will go up in price. The base price has 
dropped on the remaining 34,800 items. 

Car manufacturers announced last week that base 
ticket prices for new cars will be 11 per cent lower 
than last fall. Figure it out for yourself — if the base 
price is 11 per cent lower and the GST is 7 per cent 
higher, your ahead to the tune of 4 per cent.

The procedure went well, but nothing happened. 
Eileen was made to jump up and down and to take a 
walk around the block: Nothing brought about the 

i result. 
onde later, Eileen again subjected herself to the 
ordeal. This time, something went terribly wrong. Air 
was sucked up into the syringe with the soapy fluid 
and injected into the uterus. The resulting embolism 
caused Bileen’s death in a matter of minutes. 

Naturally enough, Herbie was terror stricken. He felt 
terrible about Eileen, but now he was faced with the 
problem of extraditing himself from any blame in her 
death. The three abortionists were faced with the same 
problem.

Some Ontario Retail Sales Tax (RST) Changes 
You Should Know About 


Recently, the Ministry of Revenue announced that the Province of 
Ontario will not charge Retail Sales Tax (RST) on the federal Goods 


and Services Tax (GST). 

If you have paid RST on top of GST, you may receive a refund from 

your retailer. 

The following changes became effective January 1, 1991: 

© To offset some of the costs incurred by vendors as a result of the 
GST, the Ontario government is increasing the amount of compen- 
sation to vendors for the collection and remittance of RST. 

e The RST audit and refund period has been increased from three to 
four years. 

e The refund of RST on goods taken out of Ontario by tourists and 
on transient accommodation will be amended.

The proposed allocation of $1 million for food banks in 
Ontario should be re-directed towards community 
programs that discourage dependency, says Gleaners Food 
Bank manager Anne Doef. 

While the NDP government is acting with the 
commendable intention of alleviating hunger for the 
province’s needy, Doef, contends that throwing money at 
the problem isn’t the answer. 

Doef travelled to Queen’s Park in Toronto yesterday to 
express the sentiment privately to Zanana Akande, minister 
of community and social services. 

Doef says her grassroots exposure to the problem here 
prompted her to approach the minister. 

The total number of recipients using the Gleaner’s Food 
Bank has increased by at least 10 per cent since Jan. 1, says 
Doef. 

“What I’m trying to do is convince her that 
institutionalizing food banks is definitely not the answer," 
Doef says. "There is a lot of pressure on the government to 
deal with the food bank issue because of the recession. 
Throwing money at the problem is just a knee-jerk reaction 
and at the most a temporary solution.”

January and February are not good months for 

most businesses and this January and February 

may be worse than usual. = & 

But by spring, we're willing to bet that Quinte’s 
economy will be starting to wake up again. 

Interest rates are dropping faster than anyone 
expected even a few weeks ago and will probably 
drop more by this spring. That should go a long 
ways towards driving the economy forward. 

As a result, we would expect real estate to pick 
up again. The time to buy is at the bottom of the 
market, and we may have hit the bottom in the 
last few months. 

And buyers appear to agree. According to some 
real estate agents, the telephone is starting to ring 
for the first time in months as prospective buyers 
look for bargains.

The common Sansiveria or Snake Plant is 
a fertile subdivider, as is the common 
Bromeliad and the Boston Fer. In fact, if 
the latter is not transplanted regularly into a 
larger pot, its new stem growth can pack the 
container so tightly that parts of the plant die 
and it starts to look scruffy. To reclaim it, 
simply cut off all stems at ground level, pull. 
the plant apart and repot the healthy portions. 

Plants propagating similarly are Aechmea 

Aspidistra, Caladium, Calathea, Cyclamen, 
Foxtail Fern, Holly Fern, Maranta, Pteris, 
Screw Pine, Spider Plant and Vriesia. 

Just as simple as division but more 
productive is propagation from stem 
cuttings. For example, to propagate African 
Violets simply cut away a long petiole 
(preferably a new leaf from near the centre) 
dip the tip of the stem in a rooting gel, 
insert it into a pot filled with damp 
vermiculite or soilless mix and place it in 
good light. The rooting medium must be 
kept damp and an easy way is to insert the 


, 


Cutting, pot and all, in a plastic sandwich 
bag. Tiny new plants will appear at the 
insert point at about eight to ten weeks. 
Gently separate them 
with the point of a 
needle and pot. 

What makes the 
African Violet such a - 
prolific producer of new 
plants is that the same 
petiole can be used over 
and over again until 
there is nothing left but the leaf. 

Vines, ivies and most cascading plants 
also grow well from cuttings. The plant is 
actually improved by the process, becoming 
bushier as new side stems are generated. 

Simply take a four to six inch cutting, 
Strip the leaves from the bottom three 
quarters of the stem, coat with a rooting gel 
and insert into a container of soilless mix or 
vermiculite, making certain that one of the 
points where the leaves were removed is

Another popular plant that readily 
propagates from stem cuttings is the 
Dieffenbachia. Often the cutting can be 
taken from plants that are about to be 
discarded because of its habit of shedding 
its lower leaves if not watered properly. 
Chop the fleshy stem into short pieces, 
each with two nodes of leaf joints. Coat 
those nodes with a rooting medium with 


one node below and one above the surface.

New plants will develop in a few weeks. 
The top may also be rooted and the stub 
will likely produce a new plant. 

In terms of mass production, nothing 
quite compares with propagating from 
leaves. For instance, among the succulents, 
each of the tiny, bulbous leaves of a Burro’s 
Tail will produce a new plant if placed in 
dampened vermiculite or soilless mix. 
Leaves of the Jade Plant, Christmas Cactus 
of String-Of-Pearls will produce clones the 
same way. 

Many large-leaved, veined plants such as 
the Begonias can be propagated two ways. 
To produce one plant, simply snip off a leaf, 
lightly coat the end of the stem in a rooting 
fungicide gel and inser it in the dampened 
rooting medium. But if you want to mass 
produce, nick each large vein on the back, 
touch the cuts with a rooting gel, lay the 
leaf face up on the rooting medium and 
either lightly weight it or pin it down with 
toothpicks. New plants will root at the cuts 
and in a few weeks will be ready to be 
separated and planted. 

Other plants propagated from leaf cuttings 
are: Calico Hearts, Glaxinia, Haworthia, 

Kalanchoe, Pepperomiia and Piggy Back.

Quinte women asked to participate in Q

Twenty per cent of 
elderly women trying to 
recover from hip fractures 
die within a year, says a 
leading Queen’s University 
researcher. 

The majority of patients 
who experience difficulty 
in recovering usually suffer 
from osteoporosis, thinning 
of the bones. Frailness in 
the human skeleton leaves 
the body prone to a higher 
degree of injury. 

Healing of broken bones 
is hampered three-fold due 
to Osteoporosis. Many 
never recover. 

Queen’s University 
endoctrinologist Dr. 
Edmund Yendt. wants to 
know why. He’s inviting 
women, aged SO and over, 
from the Quinte area to take 
part in a two-year study of 
bone formation in older 
women, commencing in 
January, 1991. Seventy 
volunteers are needed. 

The work focuses on 
bone metabolism in normal 
women who are not taking 
drugs for any medical 
condition. Volunteers will 
be asked to adopt a calcium 
and salt controlled diet fora 
week then spend half a day 
undergoing simple blood 
and bone tests, including 
bone density. 

“The tests do not hurt in 
any way except. for some 
discomfort when taking 
blood,” says Yendt. 

Yendt is expecting a good 
response from women to 
volunteer because it is a 
tremendous health problem 
facing the aging women 
population.

This is the third in a 


series on the GST and how 
it works. 

Until Jan. Ist when the 
new Goods and Services 
Tax (GST) came into place, 
Canada and the United 
States were the only two 
major westem industrialized 
nations to not have a value 
added tax (VAT), says Brian 
Kehoe, 4 chartered 
accountant with Wilkinson 
and Company, which has 
offices in both Belleville 
and Trenton. 

“This is not a new type of 
tax, although it is new to 
Canada," he said in an 
interview recently. 

A value added tax like the 
GST is different from a 
single point tax like the 
provincial sales tax, which 
is levied at only one point. 


Many businesses misunderstand input credit 


The fact that the federal 
government went to a 
multiple level VAT tax has 
caused one of the biggest 
misunderstandings of the 
tax, says Viola Wiley. 
Despite a year to prepare 
for it, many business people 
still don't understand that 
even though they pay 7 per 
cent tax on everything they 
buy -- such as advertising - 
they can get it all back 
through the input tax credit 
system, she says.

A VAT tax is levied 
whenever and wherever 
somcone buys or sells 
something. That means an 
item is taxed many times 
before it reaches the 
consumer -- but that doesn't 
mean that the consumer 
necessarily pays more tax. 

The government has set 
up a system of input tax 
credits that allow most 
businesses to pass the tax 
along until the final 
consumer buys the a good 
or service at the retail level. 

Businesses both pay and 
collect the GST, deducting 
the amount they pay from 
the amount they-collect 
when it comes time to send 
it to the government. 

Take, for example, an 
independent logger who 
cuts down a hardwood tree 
and sells it to a saw mill for 
$100. He collects $7 GST 
on the sale and remits it to 


deduct the taxes they have 
paid from the taxes they 
collect and remit the 
difference to the federal 
government. 

Businesses and 
organizations will fall into 
three different categories 
and will be _ treated 
differently in collecting the 
GST. 

Most businesses will 
collect taxes on all their 
goods and services. They 
will also pay the GST on 
anything they purchase, but 
will be able to deduct the 
amount they pay in the 
form of an input tax credit 
from the taxes they collect. 

Some goods provided by 
businesses will be 


considered taxable but at a 
rate of 0 per cent. Goods 
manufactured for export, 
basic groceries, medical 
devices and prescription 
drugs fall into this category. 
Businesses that sell such

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the government. 

The mill takes the tree 
and cuts it into boards and 
sells the boards to a 
furniture manufacturer for 
$200. The mill collects $14 
in tax, but subtracts the $7 it 
paid the logger before 
remitting $7 to the 
government. 

The furniture maker takes 
the boards and turns them 
into a table, selling it to a 
retailer for $400. The 
furniture maker collects $28 
in tax, but subtracts the $14 
it paid the mill and remits 
$14 to the government. 

The retailer marks the 
table up to $600 and sells it 
to a consumer, collecting 
$42 in tax. However, the 
retailer subtracts the $28 it 
has paid the furniture maker 
and remits $14 to’ the 
government. 

The net result is that the 
government has collected a 


goods will still have to pay 
GST on anything they 
purchase, but will be able to 
claim it as an input tax 
credit and the government 
will pay them a refund. 

The third category is 
called tax exempt and 
includes schools, municipal 
government, charities and 
financial institutions. As 
well, most hospital, dental 
and medical services, day 
care services, legal aid 
services, sales of used 
homes and residential rents 
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total of $42 from the logger, 
the saw mill, the furniture 
maker and the retailer -- 
exactly the amount that the 
retailer has paid in GST to 
the retailer. 

And the tax paid by the 
consumer is $12 lower than 
it might have been under 
the old Federal Sales Tax. 
Under that method, the 
retailer would have paid 
$54 in tax to the furniture 
maker -- and the consumer 
would never have known it 
since the retailer would 
simply have buried the tax 
in his retail price. 

Making the tax more 
visible is one of the goals of 
the GST, says Viola Wiley, 
a chartered accountant at 
Wiley and Associates in 
Belleville. 

"The GST is supposed to 
be an open tax -- out in the 
oper where people can see 
it," she said.

The move was also natural to the two 
women since Christine's husband owns 
Rainbow Water, a water treatment business 
that has served the Quinte and Kingston 
area for six years. 

Mount Pelion Water grew out of the 
many requests received by Rainbow for 
bottled water. 

The water is processed through a 
mechanical filtration system after being 
shipped to Trenton from a natural spring in 
the Murray Hills near Wooler. The water is 
then ozonated before being bottled in one 
of five convenient sizes ranging from 350 
ml to 22.7 L. 

The water has been tested for metals, 
inorganic chemicals, benzines, PCBs and 
pesticides and regular bacteriological 
analysis is conducted by the Ministry of 
Health. 

In addition, a DECAP dispensing system 
allows the cap to stay on when installing a 
bottle on a cooler. A sliding valve opens 
when the bottle is seated on the cooler, 
eliminating splashing and keeping 
contaminants out. 

The company has free home delivery and 
its water is also available in many Quinte 
stores. 

The company is named for a local 
landmark in Trenton and the logo, designed 
by local artist Bryce Goselin, includes the 
Mount Pelion lookout tower and cannon.

Mary White’s. story was passed along 
to Miami's three-man cold case team 
The evidence colfected 43 ycars~earlier 
was located. Newspaper clippings were 
studied. Sure enough, a boy with a rov- 
ing eye had been questioned on the day 
of the crime. His name was Leroy Stra- 
chan 





eroy was located in: Har- 
lem in New York City. On 
Jan. 24, 1990, Miami 
detectives George Bos- 
worth and David Cadavid 
flew to New York. 
They found the 61-year-old 
Lerey working as an elevator opera- 
tor, a job he had held for the last 21 
years. He had no police record and had 
led an exemplary life since leaving 
Miami. Leroy was long married and the 
father of three adult chifdren, one of 
whom works as a State Corrections 
guard. When approached by the Miami 
detectives, Leroy confessed to the shoot- 
ing of Officer Milledge. 


Because they had no jurisdiction in 
New York State, it was necessary for 
the police officers to return to Miami to 
further develop evidence and have a 
Florida judge issue an arrest warrant. 
With all the details in place, the detec- 
tives returned to Harlem on Feb. 14. 
Leroy was on his lunch break. He had 
not been inactive since the officers’ last 
visit. He had $6,000 in cash in his pocket 
when he returned from lunch and had 
already been advised of his rights by a 
Miami attorney. Police believe that had 
they been a few hours later, Leroy 
would have been long gone. After all, 
the last time he had walked away he 
had stayed at large for 43 years. 


Leroy was refused bail and incar- 
cerated in a New York jail. Initially, he 


fought extradition to Florida, as that 
state has the death penalty, while New 
York State does not. As time went on, 
Leroy had a change of heart and 
decided to face the music in Florida. 
Florida officials advise me that convic- 
tion on the charge of murdering a police 
officer in Florida carries only two possi- 
ble sentences, life imprisonment and 
execution. 

Of course, Leroy Strachan could be 
acquitted. He has spent the last 43 years 
as an upright citizen. Acquaintances

focus on base security

Threats by Iraqi President Saddam 


Hussein to launch terrorist strikes against 
Western bases are downplayed, but CFB 
Trenton security officer Capt. Ogrins 
admits security has also been stepped up 
somewhat -- and the outbreak of war has 
coincided as well with a routine defence 
force exercise. 

Defence force exercises -- a routine 
activity designed to test the base's defences 
-- coincided with the outbreak of war in the 
Persian Gulf, giving the exercise more 
meaning, says Capt. Ogrins. 

Armed soldiers flanking both sides of 
Highway 2 and entrance to base 
headquarters are part of Base Defence 
Forces on their bi-annual exercise. 

Soldiers are demanding identification 
from entrants into base headquarters. Bags, 


purses and parcels are under close 
inspection. 

The base defence exercise has been 
scaled down partly because some personnel 
were required elsewhere -- and to to avert 
panic by passing motorists. 

“We don’t want people to think the world 
is coming to an end,” explains Capt. 
Ogrins. 

The base security leader says security has 
been stepped up slightly based on Iraq’s 
unlikely ability to carry out its promises. 

“For us the situation is per normal — it’s 
business as usual. We’re making sure there 
is no unwanted traffic or persons on the 
base,” said Ogrins. “Our main concern is 
access control. The threat of action is very 
low, but that could change at any minute.”

Letters tell Murray Centennial © 
students about war-torn gulf

Grade 4 students at Murray Centennial | 


Public School have received two replies to 
their letters and artwork sent in November 
to forces stationed in the war-torn gulf. 

Teacher Carolyn Logan-Estey says two 
letters reached her 27 students from 
leading seaman Angus (Gus) Cameron 
aboard HMCS Terra Nova in the Persian 
Gulf and Stephen Ross of the 404 Fighter 
Squadron based in Qatar. 

Ironically, both men attended Murray 
Centennial when they were younger, says 
Logan-Estey. 

Seaman Cameron, an engineer in the 
boiler room of the HMCS Terra Nova, 
explains to students in his letter that he 
entered the Canadian Armed Forces to get 
an occupation. He didn’t count on heading 
into a war. 

“A lot of your questions were about the 
war. War is a very bad thing. I didn’t have 
a choice. I joined the navy to get a trade 
but I didn’t think I would ever have to go 
to a possible war,” wrote Cameron in his 
hand-scrawled letter. 

“I’m currently on-board HMCS Terra 
Nova," he wrote. "The ship that I’m on is 
quite big and has about 250 guys on board. 
We don’t have one single female on board. 
What a drag.” 

The other letter from Ross of the Royal 
Canadian Air Force thanked the children 
for artwork by Logan-Estey’s class. Ross 
said in his letter: “Let them know that I 
have their pictures on the wall by my bed. 
It sure brightens up the place.” 

"That place" in Qatar, is described 
further. 

“We are very comfortable here, Our 
living quarters are wooden barracks-type

houses,” Ross wrote. "We sleep on spring 
beds, have hot showers (cold water doesn’t 
come too often) and a ‘type’ of flush toilets. 
The food is cooked in the field kitchen and 
quite hot.” 

The Grade 4 students at Murray 
Centennial Public sent the letters to the 
gulf Nov. 25 out of CFB Trenton. 

Since the outbreak of war in the Middle 
East, Logan-Estey says she and her 
students have talked about the war to give 
students a better understanding of 
Canada’a presence in the gulf. 

“My students want to write again to the 
soldiers because they’re concerned about 
them. I think the letter from Mr. Cameron 
and Mr. Ross and have really put them in 
touch with the situation over there,” says 
Logan-Estey. :

Break the cycle 


Anne Doef of the Gleaners Food Bank in 
Belleville went to Toronto last week to argue with 
the minister of community and social services. 

It's not often that people turn down money, but 
that is what Doef was trying to do, telling the 
minister that the proposal to allocate $1 million in 
emergency funding to food banks is the wrong 
response to our social assistance crisis. 

Instead, she argues, the money should be spent 
in ways that will break the cycle of poverty. 

Institutionalizing food banks is not the answer, 
she says, adding that no one should have to 
become dependent on food banks every week just 
to feed their children. 

Instead, she recommends funding collective 
kitchens, hiring additional community workers to 
educate people on various aspects of emergency 
assistance and implementation of the Social 
Assistance Review Committee's report that was 
deep sixed by the former Liberal government. 

She's right, and we're pleased to see that the 
food bank and the health unit are going to do 
something about it -- sponsoring a collective 
kitchen workshop last week for this area.

It will also serve major 
institutional users such as 
the Bayside elementary and 
secondary schools. Alone 
the student population 
represents nearly 2;200 
children. This project is 
based on need: the needs of 
residents and school 
children threatened by a 
leachate plume, 
contaminated wells and 
very unreliable sources of 
drinking water.” 

Picture it. All those poor 
children, in desperate need 
of potable water. How 
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What price for water treatme 


could the Minister resist 
such a plea? 

Only by digging up the 
facts, I suppose. The 
Bayside schools have their 
own treatment plant. David 
Bares, Controller of Plant 
at the Hastings Board of 
Education, assured me that 
the water in the Bayside 
schools was good and 
plentiful and not 
endangered in any way. 
Maybe the facilities are 
aging, but they’re not about 
to fall apart. 

Mr. Nobles knows this. 
After all Sidney Township 
owns the water plant. So 
why did Mr. Nobles invoke 
this false image of 2,200 
children in dire need of 
potable water? I believe he 
wanted to create a false 
sense of urgency in order to 
push the project through 
just as he created a false

How to keep your Christmas plants 


This Christmas season the chances are 
good that you received one of the 
following flowering plants: the poinsettia, 
the Azalea or the Cyclamen. The chances 
are also good you'll watch with a sinking 
heart as they become bedraggled shadows 
of their former selves. 

The plants have individual needs in 
terms of light, humidity, watering, feeding 
and room temperatures. If you are able to 
meet those needs, you can extend their 
flowering periods for weeks, even months, 
and in the case of the poinsettia and the 
Azalea, grow them on as attractive 
additions to your house plant collection. 
The cyclamen is a different story. Here are 
some suggestions for keeping your 
Christmas plants merry. 

The poinsettia is the most popular of the 
Christmas flowering plants, not for its 
flowers, but rather for its bright, petal-like 


bracts in red, pink, or two-tone that are 
often mistaken for flowers. And those 
bracts will stay in colour longer if the 
actual flowers, those yellow nubs in the 
centre of each bract, are removed. 





The poinsettia is a sub-tropical plant, and 
while it may look its best in the centre of a 
coffee table, it will do its best if you 
consign it during the day to a full-sun south 
window and four or more hours of sunlight 
a day. While it abhors drafts, it loves cool 
night temperatures of 11 to 18 C, (50 to 65

F.), SO keep it away from the path of a heat 
vent and never, never sit it on top of the 
television. 

Its colour may last up to six months and 
then it can be grown on as a very attractive 
house plant, with masses 
of deep-green leaves, 
edged in dark red and 
marked with contrasting 
red veins. Simply cut the 
stems back to about six 
inches and set it in full 
sun and let it do dry 
between through 
waterings. From April through October, 
feed it once a month with a 20-20-20 
water-soluble fertilizer, diluted to 1/4 
strength of the label directions. 

It will thrive in the full sun of a summer 
garden, but first transfer it to a clay pot that 
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merry for months 


- 


soil. Introduce it to the sun gradually, first 
setting it out in full shade, the dappled 
shade and finally into full sun. Be prepared 
to bring it in as soon as late summer 
temperatures start to fall, first into dappled 
shade, then full shade before returming it to 
a full-sun window, but a word of warning. 
Never returm any house plant to your home 
without first spraying it three times, at ten- 
day intervals, with Safer’s Insecticidal 
Soap. 

Be content with the poinsettia’s unique, 
reddish-green oak leaf-shaped foliage and 
forget about bringing it back into colour 
unless your are prepared to put it and you 
through a rigorous routine - 14 hours of 
uninterrupted darkness and 10 hours of 
bright light for a period of 40 days. And if 
one of those dark periods is interrupted for 
even a short time, the flowering cycle will

Recruitment advertising 
targeted at Loyalist College 
students is under scrutiny. 

Journalism and advertising 
program faculty have met to 
discuss whether advertising 
from the Department of 
National Defence should 
continue in the Loyalist 
Pioneer, a- practical 
newspaper for the college’s 
journalism students. 

The dilemma falls on the 
heels of two recent decisions 
by campus newspapers at the 
University of Toronto and 
Ottawa University to ban 
recruitment advertising to 
protest Canada’s involve- 
ment in the Middle East. 

Seventeen newspapers 
belonging to Canadian 
University Press no longer 
trun DND ads to boycott 
Canada’s latest military role, 
said CUP national bureau 
chief Andy Riga in an 
interview from Ottawa last 
Thursday. As many as 50 
student newspapers belong to 
the wire service. 

At a recent convention of 
CUP members in 
Abbotsford, B.C., the 
umbrella organization 
decided against an across- 
the-board ruling on the issue. 

“We haven’t recommend- 
ed the ban but our members 
have independently decided 
to stop the ads from running 
in their campus papers,” said 
Riga.

Eastern Belleville residents are rallying to save their 
beloved Bell Creek from what they fear will be 
destruction.

Sears plant, the proposed Stanley Park subdivision and 
future industry in the northeast industrial park. 

Running a major thoroughfare through the eastern, 
undeveloped area of Belleville, argue residents, may spell 
disaster for the creek and the existing floodplain. A wide 
variety of flora and fauna call the area home. 

Concern has elevated to action following the formation 
of a group called Friends of Bell Creek. The 30-member 
group, comprised of property-holders near the creek, has 
cautioned city officials they’re watching the issue closely.

ith its masses of red, pink, 
white, lavender or multi- 
coloured blossoms the azalea 
is second in popularity as a 
Christmas flowering plant, 
and like the poinsettia, it can be salvaged as 
a house plant, and unlike the poinsettia, it 
can be brought back into bloom, Christmas 
after Christmas. 

It, too, likes four or more hours of 
sunlight a day and even cooler night 
temperatures, al low as 5 C., (40 F.) 
Remove the flowers as they fade and in late 
Spring, start feeding monthly with an acid- 
type fertilizer with a higher middle number, 
(phosphorous) diluted one-quarter strength 
and keep the growing medium slightly 
damp at all times even if you have to water 
each day. 

To bring the azalea back into flower, set it 
outside in dappled shade in early summer 
and allow the cool nights of late summer 
and early fall to set the flower buds (even a 
light frost will help). After spraying for 
insects, stop feeding, return to a full-sun

window, keep the growing medium damp 
and it should be back in flower by 
Christmas. 

The wing-like flowers of the cyclamen 
come in a spectrum of colours—in pinks, 
reds, orchid or white—and soar above the 
darkgreen silver-edged leaves. It can be 
kept flowering for months as long as you 
grow it in bright light and provide it with 


period of bloom but forget about bringing it 
back into bloom or even growing iton asa 
house plant under household conditions. 
Probably the most spectacular of the 
Christmas flowering plants is the 
Amaryllis. The secret in successfully 
bringing it back into bloom year after year 
is to realize that fantastic flowering came 
from within the bulb, depleting it entirely. 
That is why it is 
essential that you 
remove the flower 
stems as soon as the 
blossoms fade and 
grow the Amarylis on 
in a full-sun window, 
and if necessary, set it 
outside in summer until 
the leaves wither. Then put it away ina 
dark, cool place (a refrigerator is ideal). 
About a month before Christmas, water 
only once until the flower stalks appear. 
From that point on, until the leaves wither, 
let it dry down between waterings and feed 
it with a 10-52-10 water-soluble fertilizer, 


once a month, diluted quarter strength. 

The hibiscus is one of the most glorious 
of the Christmas flowering plants and can 
be kept in continual bloom with one 
Proviso, it must be grown in a full-sun 
window. 

Also essential, let it dry down to he point 
where the leaves start to droop, the soak. As 
long as it is putting on new growth, feed 
monthly, alternating a 10-52-10 and 20-20- 
20 water soluble fertilizer diluted quarter 
Strength. Prune back the branches by half 
every two or three years and keep your eyes 
open for the webs of spider mites by 
misting the tips of the branches every 
couple of weeks. 

The toughest part of keeping your 
Christmas plants merry is obtaining the 
cool night temperatures they love. If you 
have an unheated room or are willing to 
move them nightly to a cool basement floor, 

you have it made. Otherwise, do the best 
you can by moving them nightly toa cool 
window or an unheated corner. Fortunately, 
you'll find them somewhat forgiving.

The Crown has decided 
to take over prosecution in 
two private charges of 
assault laid against a 
Belleville police constable, 
and the constable's lawyer 
said he is launching a 
counter suit of malicious 
prosecution against the 
individual who first laid the 
charges. 

In a provincial court 
appearance last Thursday, 
Assistant Crown Attorney 
Ivan Fernandez also aked 


for a “substantial 
adjournment” in order to 
include information 


gathered from an internal 
Belleville Police Force 
investigation. 

An independent 
investigation by the Ontario 
Provincial Police has also 
been launched. 

Const. David E.H. 
Trought was charged with 
assault causing bodily harm 
and assault using a weapon 
“to wit: Flashlight...” in the 
charges dated Jan. 7. 

Trought, enrolled.with 
the force since May 16, 
1983, was flanked by legal 
counsel Stephen Hunter in 
provincial court last 
Thursday. 

Hunter told the court “we 
believed there was no 
reasonable grounds for the 
Crown to intervene.” 

Ifthe Crown had refused 
to intervene, the charges 
wou have wound up in civil 
court instead of criminal 
court. 

Fernandez, however, 
reaffirmed the Crown’s 
position: “We are 
intervening. The Crown, 
however, is seeking a 
substantial adjournment 
and at that time will set a 
date for a preliminary 
hearing.” 

The maximum sentence a 

judge can hand down for 
assault using a weapon is 

10 years imprisonment. 

The case has been held 
over until Feb. 28. 

The charges were laid 
privately in the New Year 
by Rick Johns; 25. 

Susan Watt, legal director 
with the Ministry of the 
Solicitor General, says 
Johns' approach was 
unusual. 

“This case is peculiar 
because he prosecuted on 
his own. He could have 
went to the police station 
and had him charged 

_ formally," Watt says. 

John’s complaint stems 
from an incident Nov. 25 at 
Electrolab Limited in the 
city’s northeast industrial 
park, next to his place of 

work for the past two years. 
Police were called to 
investigate a reported break 
and enter and say they

veryone around Calgary in the good 
old days thought William Fisk was a 
fine fellow. The good old days were 
1889. Fisk, whom everyone called 
Jumbo, was well known and 
respected in the community 
Jumbo hailed from Iroquois, Ont 
Hie and an uncle had headed west in 1882, where 
Jumbo made his living as a blacksmith After a short 
while. big, affable Jumbo gave up the blacksmith 
trade for work building the Canadian Pacific Rail 
way. Laboring long and hard.-he accumulated enough 
cash to purchase a ranch 
Jumbo had one vice. He loved to gamble and he 
didn't often win. In fact. his tough luck al the card 
tables led to his losing his ranch to pay off his debts 
With funds left over from the sale of the ranch he 
noved into town and purchased the Turf Club Saloon 
Jumbo ran the saloon for two years, selling the 
popular watering hole in the winter of 1889 
Just because he was no longer the owner was no 
reason for Jumbo not to frequent the saloon. What 
better way to ward off the chill winter air than a few 
Slugs of whiskey? Besides. the conversation inside the 
Turf Club was very interesting. The main topic of 
conversation that winter was about the maniac who 
was terrorizing the Whitechapel District of London 
England. Folks called him Jack the Ripper 
That cold February afternoon of 1889, Jumbo was 
i a good mood.

A half hour later, Georgesheard a_ thump. on ‘ther= 
ceiling.of the saloon. It was“Jumbo’s signal’ that he 


wanted out. George went up the stairs, opened the 
door and gazed in amazement at the sight he encoun- 
tered. There was Rosalie, lying on the bed, partially 
undressed. The bedsheets were covered with blood. 
George checked the girl’s breathing and told Jumbo 
that he thought she would be okay. 

The two men didn’t take the incident that seriously. 
Jumbo walked down the hall and washed blood from 
his hands, after which he went to the Windsor Hotel 
and ordered supper. George went back to his bar- 
tending duties. Later, when the relief bartender 
showed up. he joined Jumbo at the Windsor. 

The two friends finished their meal and returned to 
the bedroom above the saloon. George put his ear to 
Rosalie’s mouth. She had stopped breathing. Rosalie 
Grass was dead 

George convinced Jumbo that the best thing to do 
was to contact the police. Jumbo had difficulty 
finding a police officer, so he looked up Justice of the 
Peace George Murdoch. He told Murdoch that he had 
taken the girl to the bedroom for sex and that she 
must have died of a heart attack 

Soon, Coroner A. Grant Mackay, Dr. J.D. Lafferty

d had died from shock and loss of 
blood. As a result of the inquest, Jumbo was held 
ver for trial. ; 

5 On April 9, Jumbo Fisk was brought to trial for the 
murder of Rosalie Grass. Despite the preponderance | 
of evidence against him, Jumbo pleaded not guilty. 
Picking a jury proved to be a problem. Everyone in 
Calgary liked the good-natured defendant and admit. - 
ted their bias during jury selection. However. a. 
jury was finally chosen and the trial commenced. 

The defense attempted to prove that another man 
could have entered the bedroom while George and 
Jumbo were having supper at the Windsor. How this 
phantom could have gained entrance to the locked 
bedroom was left to the jury’s imagination. Several 
character witnesses, including Jumbo’s brother, testi- 
fied to the defendant's spotless record and his affable 
nature. 

The Crown placed in evidence the bloody handprint. 
They also pointed out the callousness and lack of 
concern for human life exhibited by Jumbo in leaving 
a dying girl alone in the bedroom. 

The jury retired to deliberate at 2:15 on a Friday 
afternoon and brought in their verdict at 10 a.m. the 
following day. A grimace crossed the face of one 
man in the courtroom as he heard the verdict. 
Rosalie’s father, New Grass, couldn't believe his ears

seassthe jury foreman pronounced, ‘‘Not guilty.” —_,,, 


Mr. Justice “Rotileau would have none of it. The 
judge had just heard evidence which could leave no 
doubt in anyone’s mind that Fisk, despite his good 
nature and reputation, had taken the life of a fellow 
human being. The judge’s gavel rose and fell as he 
shouted, ‘I do not accept that verdict, gentlemen. I 
am not prepared to hear that verdict. You will be 
taken back to reconsider it.’’ 

Damn the system, damn the law. The judge would 
have his way. The jury was removed to consider the 
error of its ways. Five hours later, they returned. 
They no longer held fast to their former verdict of 
not guilty, but now professed that they could not 
agree. Feisty Mr. Justice Rouleau dismissed the jury: 
Jumbo would stand trial for a second time. 

On July 9, 1889, the second trial was held. The jury 
heard the same witnesses and mulled over the same 
evidence as presented in the first trial, with one 
exception. The defense had brought Jumbo's aged 
mother into court. She testified that her son had 
always been a good boy. This time, the jury brought 
in a verdict of guilty of manslaughter. Mr. Justice 
Rouleau, in passing sentence, admitted that he was 
impressed with Jumbo’s past character. For that

Quinte area. 

Some realtors agree the market locally has bottomed out 
and home prices are again low enough to generate new 
consumer interest — especially from first-time buyers. 

And a more realistic approach by vendors and realtors 
toward affordability for the purchaser is gradually 
contributing to what many consider a housing index on the 
upswing. 

Randy Kerr, NRS Kerrwood Realty is guardedly 
optimistic. 

“It’s tuming around — we’ve had a dramatic increase in 
buyer activity since the second week in January. We hope 
it continues,” says Kerr. “Lower interest rates and the 
releasing of pent up demand for housing, I think, is getting 
potential buyers out there who have been waiting to go 
ahead.” Buyers who “go ahead” will ultimately bring the 
economy out of a recession, he says. 

“My feeling is the real estate market will lead the 
economy out of the recession. Oshawa, Pickering and 
Ajax are all experiencing a lot of business right now,” says 
Kerr. “When people buy new homes they buy other things 
— appliances, furniture, decor items — it’s all money 
back into the economy.” 

Vickie Forgie, Royal LePage Ltd., agrees with Kerr, 
Saying interest rates are now at their lowest in two years. 
The banks lowered their prime lending rate to 11.75 per 
cent, down half a point from 12.25 per cent, Jan. 31.

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Can Canadians 
learn to compete? 


Editor's note: This continues an informal series of 
editorials on 14 questions the Citizens forum On 
Canada's Future is asking all Canadians to consider. 
What are your views? Could you Share them with 
Quinte Weekly's readers -- or with the Citizens 
Forum? ; : 

This week's question is: In an increasingly 
competitive global environment, what does Canada 
have to do to succeed in the 21st century? 2 

No question about it -- the global environment 1s 
increasingly competitive and will continue to 
become more so. One example is free trade between 
the U.S. and Canada. Another is the opening of 
similar talks between the U.S. and Mexico. And 
there in a microcosm we have the world —- a complex 
series of relationships between developed countnes 
(Canada), Third World countries (Mexico) and a 
superpower (the U.S.). 

There will be increased competition for four things: 
ideas, capital, labour and markets. 

3 Ideas can come from anywhere, from Canada as 
well as from the U.S., from Mexico as well as from 
here. Canada has to create an environment that 
encourages new ideas. We must educate individuals 
to dare to think. We must encourage companies to do 
more research and development. 

_ Development of ideas takes capital, something 
that shifts easily from one country to another. Right 
now a lot of Canada’s capital is ted up in its deficit. 
Interest rates have to be kept artificially high, in part, 
to attract foreign investors to cover that debt. To free 
up more capital for developing ideas, we have to cut 
our debt load. 

—) We may as well face it. Manufacturers are 
increasingly moving to areas with pools of cheap 
labour, and Canada doesn't have cheap labour. Not as 
cheap as Mexico's, anyway, and that's who we will 
be in competition with. 

So more of our jobs are going to have to come 
from the service sector. Government incentives and 
programs should focus on encouraging 
entrepreneurs to look for ways to service their 
communities, on retraining workers to shift from 
manufacturing to servicing and assist a shift to 
capital-intensive and technology-intensive rather 
than labour-intensive industries. 

] We're going to face increased competition from 
outside for market share -- and we certainly can't 
protect our market anymore with tariffs. 

But this opens new opportunities for us abroad as 
other countries face the same situation. And the shift 
of at least some jobs to cheaper Third World 
countries may not be so bad. That may mean a 
narrowing of the gap between standards of living — 
our standard of living may have to drop as that of 
Mexicans rises. 

But then they become a possible market for our 
goods. And our business people are going to have to 
start thinking that way. The govemment can be a 
help here, marketing Canadian expertise and goods 
in foreign countries. 

Saying that we will have to work and do business 
smarter at home is a truism. Governments and 
educators will have to look for specific ways to train 
and retrain both workers and entrepreneurs. 

And finally, Our governments must devise a fairer, 
simpler and -- if possible -- lower tax system. 

» how can our home-grown entrepreneurs 
hope to compete? If we don't, we risk losing our 
brightest and best to other countries.

earning how to handle money is 
an important part of any child's 
education. But despite its 
importance all through life it's 
often a neglected part of the 
education process. 

Teaching your children about money 
should start at an early age, preferably with 
setting the amounts of their allowances. Sit 
down together and determine how much is 
appropriate. Ask your child to outline how 
much money he or she needs r ach week 
and what they'd spend it on. Then, bearing 


in mind this isn't a wish list but an attempt 
to come to an objective, realistic figure, 
make the decision. 

As a general guideline, here are 
appropriate weekly allowance levels 
depending on what you can afford and 
regardless of peer pressure: up to age 7, a 
quarter to a dollar; age 8 and 9, $1 to $3; 
age 10 to 13, $2 to $7. You should give out 
the cash each week at the same time and 
don't tie it to household chores. Chores are 
something children should do as part of the 
family unit.

personal pleasures and as a tool to learn 
proper money management. 

It's important to discuss the need to put 
some of the allowance away as savings for 
some purchase or event in the future.

RRSPs: The world's greatest tax break... 
and a great investment opportunity, too 


It's been called the world's greatest tax 
break -- as well as a great investment 
opportunity. It's the annual New Year rush 
by Canadians to take advantage of the fact 
that money invested in an RRSP up to 
March 1 can be deducted from the 
previous year's income in calculating 
income taxes. 

The yearly RRSP "season" accounts for 
a large share of all monies invested 
throughout the year, according to Wayne 
Walker, Sr. Vice President, Marketing, of 
Investors Group Inc. The Winnipeg-based 
company is Canada's largest distributor of 
mutual funds, a favoured RRSP vehicle for 
many Canadians. 

"While we counsel our clients to set up 
an ongoing investment program through a 
set monthly amount, there is great appeal 


January or February can be deducted from 


the previous year's earned income," Walker 


said. “This means either less income tax to 
pay, or a bigger refund after you've filed 
your return." 

He points out that while you will pay tax 
when you cash in your RRSP when you 
retire (you must take out your RRSP at no 
later than the end of the year you reach age 
71), you'll likely be in a lower tax bracket 
than during your income-earning years. In 
the long run, you'll enjoy both tax savings 
and the gain you'll have realized on your 
investments. 

Registered Retirement Savings Plans 
have become the chief financial instrument 
by which many Canadians supplement 
company pension or profit-sharing plans 
and the government-run Canada or Quebec 
Pension Plans, and Old Age Security. 


For 1990 contributions made up to 
March 1 1991, the federal government has 
set a contribution limit of $7,500 or 20 
percent of earned income (whichever is 
less). If you are in a registered pension 
plan where you work, or a deferred profit- 
sharing plan, the maximum contribution is 
$3,500, or 20 percent of earned income 
(whichever is less), minus any 
contributions to the employer's pension 
plan. 

Higher limits set 

The contributions have been raised in the 
past to reflect inflation, and in future years 
Ottawa will permit even larger tax- 
deductible contributions. For this year, the 
rules mean that if you're not in a company 
plan, but have an 1990 earned income of, 
say, $45,000, you can put up to $7,500 in

f you're ever going to take financial 
planning seriously, it's necessary to 
know your "net worth” — how much 
everything you own is worth, minus 
all debts or liabilities. It's something 
of a chore first time around, but then it's 
easily updated each year. Often the result 
is a pleasant surprise because many people 
don't realize just how much they own. 


including all your possessions, from cash 
savings, RRSPs, the cash value of your life 
insurance policies, stocks, bonds, house 
and car, right down to household and 
personal possessions with market value, 
Use the estimated selling value for all 
items, not how much you paid for them or 
how much it would cost to replace them 
Your assets include your share of family- 
owned assets, such as your home, and the 


value of assets in your business, if you 
own one, or your share if you're a partner 
Second, list everything you owe. If you 


had to pay all your debts today, how much 
would you need? Again, this includes all 
personal debts or your share of them, such 
as the house mortgage, outstanding loans 
or credit card balances, and debts to 
friends or family, etc. If you own a 
business or a share in one, include your 
share of its liabilities as well. 

Then make the big calculation: assets 
minus liabilities. As we said, many people 
are pleased with the result. Clearly, in one 
way the net worth figure is fictitious 
because you're unlikely to have to sell 
everything you own and pay off all your 
debts. 

But the net worth figure is essential to 
see clearly where you stand and to decide 
if any changes are needed. 

Maybe for the first time ever, you'll be 
able to make objective and informed 
decisions on how you use your income. 

Furthermore, knowing what's left over 
after deducting current liabilities will give 
you a Strong incentive to save, as opposed 
to frittering away any spare funds 
uselessly. 

Knowing your net worth is also the 
essential component in all serious longer- 
term financial planning. Without it, you 
can't make valid investment judgments. It's 
also essential if you plan any substanual 
borrowing as well as for estate planning.

pay tax on the full amount in one lump, 
you'll have to convert them into a stream of 
income payments in the form of annuities 
or RRIFs (registered retirement income 
funds) or a combination. The income paid 
to you is then taxable in the year received, 
but the money still in the plans remains 
tax-sheltered. 

Thanks to a liberalization in 1986 of the 
rules concerning RRIFs, they have become 
more popular than annuities. Annuities are 
paid either for life or to age 90. RRIFs, on 
the other hand, must always be paid out by 
age 90. 

The law sets a minimum amount that 
must be paid out of an RRIF each year, but 
beyond this basic requirement, tremendous 
flexibility is allowed. Among other 
features, you can have more than one 
RRIF, take out lump sums, convert an 
annuity into an RRIf or an RRIF into an 
annuity (you might want to lock in your 
money if rates are especially high) and you 
can choose from a variety of payment 
options, and change them if you like.

where a single investment can be spread 
over several different mutual funds, 
offering even greater diversification. 

According to Wayne Walker, equity- 
based mutual funds continue to be highly 
popular even though the performance of 
the stock market has been lacklustre for the 
past year. 

"The early stages of recession depressed 
stock prices in 1990, lowering the cost of 
the average share," Walker said. "As long- 
term trends have always resulted in higher 
prices over time, the opportunity to build 
an investment portfolio at a time when 
shares are relatively cheap is a very 
appealing one." 


RRIFs 


There's also flexibility in the investment 
options available under RRIFs. You can 
have a daily interest RRIF or one that pays 
the same interest rate for a fixed term, like 
a guaranteed investment certificate. 

You can also buy a RRIF with payments 
geared to the performance of a mutual fund 
or -- the ultimate control over your 
retirement income -- a self-administered 
RRIF that can include stocks, bonds, 
treasury bills and mortgages. 

If you're married, it's important to 
consider your surviving spouse in buying a 
RRIF. While your spouse will eventually 
receive the money anyway if he or she is 
the named beneficiary, it's advisable to 
name your spouse as successor annuitant. 
That way, the payments would continue 
without disruption at your death. 

The life insurance companies, trust 
companies, banks and other financial 
institutions market their plans directly and 
through annuity/RRIF brokers.

Many senior citizens end up paying 
unnecessary taxes because they are 
unaware of certain credits and deductions 
to which they may be entitled. 

Reduce tax payable 

A special age amount of $3,327 is 
available for taxpayers born in 1925 or 
earlier. Taxpayers receiving pensions 
(including foreign pensions taxable in 
Canada) or annuity payments may claim 
the pension income amount for up to 
$1,000 of their qualifying pension income. 
Where proper certification is provided by a 
medical doctor, a disabled taxpayer may 
claim a disability amount of $3,327. 

Sometimes senior citizens receive 
income from other sources which, when 
combined with their pensions, may put 
them in a higher tax bracket. One way of 
reducing the income is by transferring 
certain amounts to an RRSP. Although it is 
no longer possible to transfer Old Age 
Security benefits or Canada Pension Plan 
benefits, there are other types of income 
that still qualify for transfer to an RRSP. 

Amounts received upon or after 
retirement in recognition of long service 
may be transferred tot he taxpayer's RRSP. 
Taxpayers in receipt of periodic payments 
from a registered pension plan or deferred 
profit sharing plan may transfer up to

attained. However, this does not prevent a 
taxpayer who is over 71 from making a 
contribution to a spousal RRSP up until the 
end of the year in which the spouse reaches 
age 71. 

Medical expenses that may be claimed in 
order to reduce tax payable include eye 
glasses, hearing aids, pacemakers, 
orthopedic shoes, walking aids, dentures 
and insulin among many others. Because 
only those medical expenses that exceed 3 
per cent of net income (maximum $1,542) 
may be claimed, it is usually more 
beneficial for the lower-income spouse to 
claim all of the expenses incurred for both 
spouses, providing the lower-income 
spouse has sufficient tax payable to absorb 
the expenses. 

In cases where a husband and wife have 
made charitable donations and the 
combined receipts are in excess of $250, 
the donations should all be claimed on the 
he return of one spouse or the other in 
order to take advantage of the higher tax 
credit rate of 29 per cent for donations over 
$250. 

Transfer amounts to spouse 

Frequently, the spouse having the lower 
income does not need all of the available 
amounts to reduce tax payable to zero. In 
these cases, the unused amounts, including 
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cial tax credits 


the age amount, may be transferred tot he 
other spouse. This creates a substantial tax 
saving by reducing the tax payable of the 
higher-income spouse. 

Some provinces offer tax credits, tax 
reductions, or grants to senior citizens in 
order to help ease their tax burden. 

Many senior citizens will qualify to 
receive the goods and services tax credit. 
The credit, which will be paid in four 
installments in July 1991, October 1991, 
January 1992 and April 1992, can only be 
obtained by filing a 1990 income tax 
return. 

The federal sales tax credit can also be 
claimed, but not beyond 1990, as it is 
replaced by the goods and services tax 
credit. It is not too late for qualified 
taxpayers who did not file 1988 or 1989 
retums to do so now in order to claim the 
federal sales tax credit for those years as 
well as to complete the 1989 application 
for the goods and services tax credit. 

Senior citizens should make sure that 
they take advantage of all the deductions, 
personal amounts and credits to which they 
are entitled. Those mentioned above are 
only some of the income tax provisions 
that could apply to senior vitizens.

One positive change is the easing of 
restrictions on automobile expenses 
previously imposed on us. Now the ceiling 
price for a car on which capital cost 
allowance can be claimed has increased 
from $20,000 to $24,000. A small mercy. 
At the same time, allowable leasing costs 
have been increased from $600 to $650 a 
month, and the allowable interest deduction 

raised from $250 to $300 a month. Again 
very welcome. 

And for the person who's expensing 
mileage rather than claiming other 
expenses, there's some welcome news. The 
allowable per-kilometre expenses has been 
increased to 31 cents for the first 5,000 km, 
and 25 cents thereafter -- up from 27 and 
21 cents respectively.

Unchanged is the fact that the person 
claiming car expenses must still be able to 
prove the business-use portion of the 
expense to the satisfaction of Revenue 
Canada.

OF JAKE HOFF 


ake Hoff had it tough. Born in Arad, 
Romania, to impoverished parents, he was 
forced to go to work at the age of 11. Prob- 
ably the best period in Jake’s life was the 
four years spent in the Hungarian Army 
during World War J. At the conclusion of 
the war, he worked as a mechanie and 
miner in Germany. Despite being a conscientious 
worker, Jake was often uncmployed for long intervals 
of time. 

In 1920, Jake married. He and Kati grew discouraged 
with the uncertainty of life in postwar Europe. Kati 
had a wandering eye right from the beginning. Twice 
she left Jake for other men, but both times he success- 
fully convinced her to return. Jake knew he had to 
make a drastic change in order to keep his wife. He 
decided to move to Canada, where he heard there were 


many opportunities for a hard worker like himself. 
Jake arrived in Canada alone. He would work hard 
and send money to Kati to join him. It took a year 


until Jake saved enough for Kati’s fare. The Hoffs sct- 
tled in Windsor, where Jake worked as a fish ped- 
dier for $8 a week. It wasn’t cnough to make ends 
mect, so Kati took in lodgers, charging 50 cents a week 
for the room. 

The Hoffs’ lot in life wasn't quite the dream which 
had danced through Jake's head during hard times in 
Europe, but it wasn’t all bad. Kati settled down. She 
and Jake were happy in their Tuscarora St. flat. 

Doesn't a fly always seem to find its way into the 
ointment? In this case, the fly was a young German 
immigrant lodger, whom Jake suspected of having an 
affair with his wife. Jake ordered the man out of his 
house. The lodger refused to budge. Finally, Jake, who

financial assistance should he become an invalid. This 
guarantee could not be provided. 

Once, a sister of Jake’s, Anna Lenner, was located 
in Chicago. She agreed to care for her brother, but 
the United States government refused him entry into 
the country. : : 4 

Sympathetic prisoners supplied Jake with cigarette 
money, so that he could continue his one juxury, 
although his heavy smoking contributed to his asth- 
matic condition. 

In 1961, the board of Providence Villa of Scarborough 
was presented with the facts concerning the blind con- 
vict who had spent so many years in prison. The 
Ontario and Federal governments pledged three quar- 
ters of Jake’s $3.40 daily subsistence expenses. Provi- 
dence Villa would take Jake in and absorb all other 
expenses. 

On March 7, 1962, Jake Hoff was released from King- 
ston Penitentiary after serving 28 years, 6 months and 
7 days, one of the longest terms ever served in a Cana- 
dian penal institution. He cried as he left the cold cell 
he had never seen. 

Sixty-eight-year-old Jake was not in good shape. He 
had developed an asthmatic condition while in prison 
and also suffered from heart disease. 

One can only imagine the ride from Kingston to 
Toronto, the first for Jake in almost 30 years. He 
experienced sounds which he had not heard for 
decades. The sights would remain hidden from Jake 
forever. 

At Providence Villa, Jake gained weight. His asth- 
matic condition improved. He seemed to enjoy his new- 
found freedom, but continued to tap his white cane 
on the floor as he had done for so many years in 
prison. The man no one remembered became a news 
item upon his release from prison. Writer Don Town- 
Son interviewed Jake. He asked him, “What would you 
do if you could see again for just a few hours?” With- 
out hesitation, the blind man replied, ‘‘I’d shoot the 
man who ran off with my wife.”’ 

An employee of Providence Villa, now known as 
Providence Centre, has advised me.that Jake Hoff died 
there on March 21, 1965.

But, Forgie concedes interest rates 
and consumer confidence will not be 
enough to fully extract a slumping 
market from a badly weakened 
economy. 

“In Quinte we've had it very good 
and a lot of people have made a lot of 
money. But most would agree with me 
that we’re at a point now where we're 
seeing price reductions like we’ve 
never seen and it’s helping sell 
houses,” says Forgie. "Lower prices 
mean more sales. If vendors are still 
stuck in 1988 prices and can’t adjust to 
lower market prices then there will still 
be a lot of homes on the market.” 

Jeff Nelles, Nelles J F Associates, 
reiterates: the key to returning to a 
strong and active real estate market is 
low home prices. 

“People have figured home prices 
have bottomed out and with lower 
interest rates are interested now. It’s so 
much easier to buy a home when 
payments are lower and the price of the 
house is lower,” he says. 

If interest rates continue to drop 
there could be a flurry of activity on 
the market. 

But, advises, Nelles, the path to 
recovery should be stable and gradual. 

“T would like to see a gradual, steady 
return to a good economy with even 
broader consumer confidence.” 

January has come to fruition 
following nine months of slumping 
sales, the latter three of which, report 
most offices were exceptionally slow. 

The slump was felt province-wide. 

According to Century 21 Real Estate 
Canada Ltd.’s annual review Ontario 
shared some of the biggest housing 
declines in the nation. 

In Ontario, for example, a $600,000 
executive house in North York in Dec. 
1989 sold last year for $445,000. 
Executive homes fell most in price. 

Royal LePage’s Survey of Canadian 
House Prices, however, reported 
Belleville escaped declining house 
prices for the most part. 

“Belleville...ceported year-to-year 
increases ranging from one to six per 
cent over the past 12 months in almost 
every housing category,” said the 
report Jan. 18. 

And “a standard townhouse in 
Trenton jumped 9.1 per cent in value, 
rising to $95,000 in January, 1991 
from last year’s level of $87,000.”

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BGH chairman 
promises no 
compromise 
on quality of 
health service

All Care Health Services will be under 
the magnifying glass effective April 1 to 
ensure quality care for home care nursing 
patients is not compromised, says 
Belleville General Hospital board 
chairman Ross McDougall. 

BGH will closely scrutinize the local 
nursing agency to lay to rest any further 
doubts surrounding a decision by the board 
last November to cut costs by diversifying 
home care nursing services, he says. 

Traditionally, Victorian Order of Nurses 
has commanded 95 per cent of the patient 
caseload since 1970. 

After April 1, however, the BGH home 
care nursing caseload will be divided 
between VON, All Care and Para Med. 

The bottomline behind the move, says 
McDougall, is money. 

The BGH board, based upon contract 
bids by All Care, expects to save $350,000 
annually, All Care says it will charge BGH 
$20 per visit compared to the VON’s $30. 

In November, All Care claimed it could 
provide care equal in quality to that 
traditionally dispensed by the VON. 

McDougall stresses All Care will be held 
accountable on its promise of quality as 
well as its dramatically lower fees. 

“In my view, All Care gave us a price 
quote. They will definitely have to live by 
that price. And the quality issue will be 
looked at too. If home care gets a lot of 
complaints from patients they won’t last 
long,” says the chairman. 

Meanwhile, VON members are livid 
following the reaffirmation of the 
November decision by the board at a Jan.

Direct seeding 
ields surprises 
hey travel under a number of names: box plants, 
bedding plants or transplants but all have the 
same origin, annual plants seeded by 
professional growers, grown on in green houses 
and massed in nurseries in ume for the first rush 
of near-panic buying on the first long spring weekend. And 
while they provide spring-starved gardeners with a number 
of advantages they also deprive them of one of gardening's 
most satisfying activities, staring your own plants from 
Their main advantage is that they provide instant garden 
without the necessity of stacking windowsills with seeding 
flats or investing in an indoor light gardening set-up. But 
unfortunately they result in gardens that are both limited in 
scope and totally predictable, limited in that you can grow 
only what the grower provides and predictable in that you 
know exactly what the garden is going to look like.

Season after season, growers generally produce only the 
"best sellers", those plants that have proven themselves in 
the marketplace, rarely trying new species or varieties and 
then only in limited quantities, with the result that there is 
little anticipation, none of the delightful surprises that a 
new species can bring and certainly none of the pride that 
comes from plant parenthood when you enjoy a riotously 
colourful garden that had its start as a few seeds in the 
palm of your hand. 

The emergence of the pre-grown bedding plant has 
almost totally obscured one of the most satisfying of the 
gardening arts - direct seeding - sowing annual seeds 
directly into the garden. In fact, there is a whole generation 
of gardeners who have never heard of direct seeding, 
which is too bad. Not only does direct seeding give full 
rein to the creative processes, the serendipity results 
provide a delightful sense of anticipation, and if that wasn't 
enough, these gardens can yield bouquets of cut flowers all 
season long for pennies a bouquet. 

Adding A New Dimension 

Direct seeding is not intended to be a replacement for 
the transplanting of pre-grown bedding plants. Rather it is 
intended to add a new dimension to your gardening 
experience with a return to an art hundreds of thousands of 
years old. 

Your first surprise will come with the realization of the 
wide variety of plants that can be direct-seeded. In fact, 
some do not like to be transplanted and so are rarely 
offered as box plants. 

The second surprise, is the advancement of your 
gardening season since many like to be seeded as soon as 
the frost is out of the ground. And the final and most 
pleasant surprise, enjoyment of a garden that is uniquely 
yours, that exists nowhere else and continues to surprise 
you all season as later-season plants continue to come into 
flower. 

The best way to begin is to choose a garden section that 
lends itself well to soil conditioning because seeds require 
a finer particle content that transplants and high organic 
content to assist in keeping the seed bed moist. 

Turn over the section and remove every stick, stone, 
pebble and root. Add a two-inch layer of compost or a 
commercial organic soil conditioner stocked by your 
nursery. Turn over, rough rake, add a second two-inch 
layer, a low nitrogen, high phosphorous and potash 
fertilizer, turn over and finish rake. After soaking with a 
- spray, let the bed set for a day and then start seeding.

From the earth came 


porcelain — dense, white 
clay combined with crushed 
granite. 

Fired in kilns, it was glass 
glazed for the dinner tables 
of emperors. When it was 
first introduced to the West, 
it took the name of its 
country of origin -- China. 

Thirteen hundred years 
after its invention in 700 
A.D., the craftmanship and 
beauty of Chinese porcelain 
has come to Belleville's 
Hastings County Glanmore 
House Museum. 

Rona Rustige, museum 
curator, says the magnificent 
collection of porcelain is 
also an integral part of 
Canada’s early history — 
excavated from Parks 
Canada historic sites dating 
from the 1700s. 

“If this was just Chinese 
export porcelain it wouldn’t

Porcelain arrived in 
Europe shortly after 
Portugal’s Vasco De 


Gamma found the sea route 
to the Orient in 600 A.D. It 


ain 


was loaded on the great 
ships of the day and used as 
ballast for the two-year 
round trip back to Europe, 
says Rustige. 

The Chinese export 
porcelain soon replaced 
pewter mugs and 
dinnerware common to 
Medieval Europe. By the 
1700s, the porcelain was 
making its way to French 
settlements in North 
America. 

But by the 18th century, 
porcelain has developed 
from a craft in Europe to an 
important industry. 
Subsequent duties of up to 
100 per cent were imposed 
on Chinese porcelain to 
enhance the industry. 

And by the 1900s, English 
fine porcelain virtually 
replaced its Chinese 
counterpart in the westem 
world. 

The display at Glanmore 
House opened Jan. 20 and 
runs through until March 22.

Telecare 


Helen Klein is at the helm 
of Belleville Telecare. Co- 
ordinator and volunteer for 
10 years, she joined 
Telecare because she was 
new in the area and wanted 
to get involved. 

“We try to be here to 
listen to people who have 
any problems. It’s amazing 
how many people there are 
who don’t have anyone to 
talk to,” she said. 

Volunteers take a 50-hour 
course before they man the 
telephones. They donate at 
least four hours every week 
to Telecare. Telecare, a non- 
profit organization, is not 
government funded, 
depending on its own 
fundraising. 

“It’s hard and something 
you have to keep doing 
over and over again - but 
it’s rewarding, being on the 
phones especially,” Klein 
said. “No matter who calls 
you when you’re on shift, 
you always go home 
realizing how lucky you are 


she said. 

Kelly felt the time was 
right for her to become a 
volunteer because she had 
extra time on her hands. “It 
keeps me busy on 
weekends,” she said. 

She fields many calls 
from people who are 
lonely. 

“Most people have their 
jobs to fill their time 
during the week, but 
nothing to do on the 
weekend,” she _ said. 
“Sometimes you wish you 
could do more. You always

Telecare Belleville has 63 
active volunteers. 

“Tt seems like a lot but it’s 
never enough,” Klein said. 
“The Telecare line is 
available 24-hours-a-day, 
seven days a week and it’s 
been a struggle. We could 
certainly use more,” she 
added. 

Telecare, established by a 
Christian minister, is non- 
denominational. 

“Tt really distresses me 
when I hear that people 
won't call because they’ve 
heard that we are a 
Christian organization,” 
Klein said. “If people don’t 
want to talk about religion, 
if that’s not where they’re at 
in their life, we certainly 
want to help them — no 
matter where they’re at,” 
she added.

A relatively new breed of trout, skalmania, has set the 
world on fire with its feisty nature and skyward leaps. 
Labelled by some as the greatest fighting sport fish in the 
world, 65,000 were raised by the Sydenham club last year 
and another 12,000 are due for reléase from their facility 
later this month. 

What may have started as an elusive dream by a group of 
dedicated anglers has now tumed the Owen Sound region 
into a sport fishing mecca. Sydenham Sportsmen's 
Association has set a shining example of what can be 
accomplished when the desire is there and should serve as a 
role model for all other angling fraternities. 

Central Lake Ontario Sport Anglers Inc. is a local group 
with the same vision, but many of its ambitions have had to 
be shelved. As with many non-profit clubs, recruiting 
volunteers has been a chore and somewhat disheartening for 
the members who have taken an active interest in CLOSA 
over the years. 

As a result of CLOSA"s relentless lobbying, the MNR 
has set loose some 80,000 Chinook in the Wellington 
waters of Lake Ontario, benefitting all local anglers. The 
group has also generously donated funds for much-needed 
channel openings at Wellington and Weller's Bay. The

The servants 
proved to be a fountain of information. They 
were a staff of four and not one had a good 
word to say about their boss. She had a long 
history of bad relations with her servants. None 
of the current crop had been with her for more 
than a year 

Elisa learned that in 1981, Lina had had her 
husband declared legally dead. She had adminis- 
tered her husband’s estate up to that time. Once

Some clothing and an undisclosed amount of 
money was missing, which lent credence to the 
theory that Sante may have taken off to start a 
new life unencumbered by wife and sons. His 
two teenaged sons had been home from school 
at the time of the disappearance. It would have 
been very difficult for murder to have taken 
place in their home without the boys’ knowledge. 

The inspector interviewed Sante’s financial 
advisor. This gentleman stated that only a small 
sum of money went missing with his boss. The 
inspector, like the fortune teller, was now con- 
vinced that Sante had been murdered close to 
his home. 

Equipped with a metal detector, police scanned 
the Boseggia grounds. They found an axe, jewel- 
lery, bones and dental work. From the dental 
work, the bones were identified as those of Sante 
Boseggia. 

When faced with the gruesome evidence, Lina 
Boseggia and her two sons, now grown men with 
families of their own, confessed to murder. The 
conspirators revealed that each one had inflicted 
one blow with the axe, so that they would be 
equally guilty. None of the three would tell who 
struck the first blow. All three complained that 
Sante had been very close with money, but would 
volunteer no other reason for taking his life. 

Lina and her boys stood trial for murder in 
the spring of 1987. They were found guilty and 
each was sentenced to 20 years imprisonment.

sewage plant

Taxpayers are paying needless hydro and 
treatment costs for an estimated 273.7 million 
gallons of groundwater entering Trenton’s 
sewage treatment plant annually, says Trenton 
Mayor Neil Robertson. 

Old and faulty sewer pipes in the city are mainly to 
blame, which allow water infiltration and free passage of 
the natural water to the plant. The pipes are designed to 
carry only sewage. Illegal sump pump hook-ups are also 
adding to the problem. 

Several factors can cause a sewer pipe to crack including 
age, tree roots, or improper installation. 

The dilemma is costing the city and province hundreds 
of thousands of dollars, concedes Robertson. 

“Our problem is three-quarter of a million gallons of 
natural water is coming into the plant through cracks in our 
sewerlines. We shouldn’t be treating this water. As time

If the Conference Board of Canada says So, it must 
be official - Canada is on its way out of recession this 





ae Caine Board was one of the leaders of the 
doom and gloom before Canada slipped into a 
recession last year, but now, it is cheerleading for the 
economy to start pulling out this spring. 

Lower oil prices than expected and tumbling 
interest rates have set the stage for what the board 
calls a fairly robust recovery later this year. 

According to the Conference Board, were not out 
of the woods yet. It predicts that the economy will 
grow slightly during the second quarter, April to June, 
with a solid tumaround coming in the third quarter, 
July to September. 

This forecast is for the nation, of course. Some areas 
will do worse than predicted. Some will do better. 

Thanks to its wide mix of industry and hard 
commitments from some major players such as Sears 
and Coca Cola, the Quinte area is poised to do better. 

We're already seeing some signs of movement. 
With interest rates tumbling 2.5 percentage points 
since around Christmas, houses are finally starting to 
move. Not only do local realtors report a sudden 
upswing of calls, but we personally observed several 
agents showing houses to clients last Saturday, 
something we haven't seen in some time. A local 
lawyer told us recently that he is starting to see 
increased real estate activity in his own practice. 

And with interest rates said to be headed for the 9 
per cent range by spring, we expect to see real estate 
activity continue to increase. 

Quinte's hard-pressed businesses can breathe a little 
easier. We're not out of the woods yet, but the end is 
in sight.

Get back to 
the basics 


Times are tough for retailers and are 
going to get tough, retail consultant James 
Dion told consultant James Dion told 80 or 
90 Belleville retailers at the Ramada Inn . 

That's the bad news. 

But the good news is that retailers can 
survive if they do a lot of little things nght, 
he said, using as his theme "Thirty Things 
to Do When Business is Tough to Get”. 

Sponsored by the Quinte Mall and the 
Belleville and District Chamber of 
Commerce, Dion said retail space in 
Canada has doubled in ten years while the 
population has only grown 14 or 15 per 
cent. 

"The pie hasn't gotten very much bigger, 
but a heck of a lot of people are trying to 
slice it,” he said. 

But he said retailers who adopt a 
‘guerrilla marketing strategy” will not just 
survive but flourish. 

The strategy is for small retailers who 
identify a niche in the market, figure out 
who their customers are and then service 
those customers better than anyone else. 

Too many retailers have become 
“arrogant,” he said, because it was sO easy 
to succeed in business in the sixties and 
seventies. 

“I've got news for you,” he told his 
audience of business people. "Retailing in 
the nineties is not a one night stand. It's a 
long term relationship” -- one in which 
retailers have to treat their customers nght

if they want them to keep coming back. _ 

His advice on marketing is to try and hit 

a series of singles rather than a home run. 
He told retailers at the meeting to list two 
or three things that they were going to 
implement that day from the 30 tips he 
offered. 

"When you get outstanding at that, then 
do two or three more things,” he said. 

If each little thing brings another one or 
two per cent in sales, then doing a lot of 
little things right will make your business 
grow, he said. 

Most of his tips were not new, he 
acknowledged. But, he said, retailers have 
often forgotten the basics in the crush of 
doing business. 

The secret to retailing success, like 
sports, is to do the basics. 

"Outstanding retailers execute basics 
outstandingly well,” he said.

Just before 8 o'clock, the boys walked down the pasture 
road to 875. There they met Jonathan as_scheduled. They 
drove to Cynthia’s apartment. On the way they opened 
George’s wallet. It contained $18. 





Scared sick 

Cynthia took over. She burned George’s driver’s license 
and threw his wallet into a trash can. Later, Jonathan 
and Richard drove to Jonathan’s home. Richard phoned a 
girlfriend and told her the whole story. He was a little 
surprised when she told him that Greg had often bragged 
about what he was going to do about the narc at school. 
That very night, others who had been partying at 
Cynthia’s, heard that George Moore had been shot. In 
fact, the more Richard listened, the more he realized that 
his friends all over town were humming with the news of 
the shooting. 

Richard was scared sick. He hadn't pulled the trigger, 
but he had witnessed the cold-blooded killing. Jonathan 
rationalized. He hadn’t really taken part. He had only 
picked up his friends. Yet he had known about the plan 
and had done nothing. Neither boy slept well that night. 

Police officials were concerned. George Moore hadn’t 

made his routine call that night. When an undercover 
officer disappears, there is every reason for concern.

“What is your forecast for the Quinte area for

Fa was the question we asked a variety of 
prominent local business people in our annua 
progress edition inside this paper. The answers are 
vin enna all of the answers are cautiously 
optimistic. All realistically see that growth will come 
slowly after the recession we have experienced, but all 
think growth will start to happen and will start to 
happen within the next few months. 

Not all economic sectors are equally likely to grow, 
however. Responses from those in the tounsm sector 
are a little more pessimistic. Higher prices, especially 
for gas, and the GST are seen as bars that may keep 
more Americans away from Quinte. : 

It is heartening, however, to see the response from 
those in the building industries. Bill White of Bel-Con 
Engineering, for example, concludes that "for design 
and construction, we would rather be in the Quinte 
area than anywhere else in Ontano.”

In regard to your 
invitation for comments 
concerning cutbacks to the 
delivery of home care 
services by the Victorian 
Order of Nurses (VON), | 
would like to share my 
experience with a similar 
situation. 

A number of years ago, I 
was a member of the Board 
of Directors of the City of 
Calgary Health Services, 
an body charged by the 
Province of Alberta with 
the responsibility of 
delivering home care 
services to the residents of 
Calgary. At the time, the 
demand for home care was 
increasing and the amount 
of funding from the 
province was simply not 
keeping up the demand. 

Calgary Health Services 
hired a consultant to look 
at the delivery of home 
care. In addition, prepdsals 
were requested from 
private firms in terms of 
their delivering the service 
rather than VON who were 
responsible at he time for 
the majority of home care 
service. 

The final results clearly 
showed that the private 
firms, along with Calgary 
Health Services itself, 
could deliver home care at 
a lower price per visit that 
the VON and still maintain 
the high level of 
professional care and 
service that was expected. 

There was a public 
outcry when the board 
decided to transfer most of 
the home care service to 
private firms and itsclf,

"While the Quinte area is certainly 
going to suffer like the rest of North 
America from the.impact.of the 
recession and to a lesser degree the 
Middle East war, I truly believe that we 
will fare much better than most of 
Ontario or indeed most of Canada. We 
have been blessed with a very 
diversified economy that provides 
stable employment; hence we are not 
burdened with excessive numbers of 
layoffs. 

"If the falling interest rates 
continue, particularly if we can break 
through the 10 per cent interest level, 
the target date of September 1991 for 
the turnaround of the recession to begin 
is very realistic.

GROWTH:

Co-operation between Quinte’s 
municipalities is the key to producing a 
unified vision that will frame future growth 
in the region. 

However, aligning the many agendas 
under an umbrella vision may be the biggest 
challenge facing Belleville, Trenton, Sidney 
and Thurlow Townships. 

All have different priorities, maintain 
municipal leaders. They won’t concede to 
greater plans that will compromise their first 
responsibility to their taxpayers. 

But conciliatory measures are needed if 
Quinte is expected to grow in a sensible and 
well-planned manner, states the recently 
completed Greater Quinte Area Growth 
Management Study. 

The area growth study was initiated by the 
Ministry of Municipal Affairs to determine 
realistic growth potential within the Quinte 
area. A projection of 20,000 additional 
people coming to Quinte in the next 20 


years raised eyebrows. 

It’s estimated the demographic addition 
would be distributed over 2,500 to 3,500 
acres in Quinte, far less land than the 
existing 5,900 acres designated as urban. 

With a rather large stock of urban land 
reserves, Quinte’s municipalities have a very 
wide latitude for long-range planning as 
long as 30 to 40 years. 

Recommendations for a preferred 
regional growth option for Quinte’s 
municipalities brought forward from the 
study follow: 

Q Represent key planning objectives of 
reasonable fabric, form and function. 

Q As much as possible, recognize existing 
commitments in the form of designated 
urban land, possibly resulting in the phasing 
of some lands for “future development.” 

Q Incorporate some degree of growth into 
each of the municipalities so as to encourage 
future implementation “locally” rather from 
“provincially” without a compromise to 
good planning. 

OQ Embrace the concept of “sustainable 
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Co-operation 
called the key 


development” in which existing natural and 
built resources of the area are recognized as 
tools to promote and to encourage the 
healthy development of the area 

Q Recognize existing infrastructure and 
agreement and the costs associated with 
either abandoning existing 
infrastructure/facilities and or the costs of 
building new hard services. 

Q Not be seen as a final or end stage plan 
but rather a comerstone and basis on which 
local municipalities can, together with 
province, negotiate a common view of the 
Quinte area. 

The study also identified Belleville- 
Cannifton and Wallbrnidge Road and 
Trenton-Glen Miller as two urban centres 
that could handle more growth in the Quinte 
area. Lands within South Sidney Township 
were not part of a preferred growth option. 

But, stresses the report, the preferred 
growth option “in no way financially harms 
the Township of Sidney” by including it in 
planned urban growth areas.

One issue, in particular, remains a major 


bone of contention between area 
municipalities — annexation. 
Trenton has a proposal before the 


Ministry of Municipal Affairs that calls for 


annexation of a large portion of Sidney 
Township west of Trenton to Bayside. 

Sidney Township's South Sidney 
Secondary plan, however, calls for an 
entirely different plan — in effect, the 
building of a small urban centre between 
Trenton and Belleville serviced by a 
proposed $22 million waterproject at 
Bayside, comprised of nine different 
contracts. 

In addition to expanding pipe-lines from 
the current Bayside waterplant, Sidney 
Township is building its own water 
treatment plant. 

The plant proposal has received approval 
from the Ministry of the Environment and

areas. The residence received rezoning 
speoyal by Sidney Township council Feb.

Sidney Reeve Tom Nobles, while open to 
the co-operative Quinte Study think-tank 
says he is adamantly opposed to any 
annexation of Sidney by Trenton or 
Belleville. 

“I in no way support any paring away of 
our township. We are extremely vibrant — 
if we pare away our assessment we are 
losing part of our tax base,” says Nobles. 

Thurlow Reeve Beer is more 
conciliatory. His township went ahead with 
a voluntary annexation by the city in 1988 
for 1200 acres east of Belleville. 

“If you can keep annexation voluntary on 
both sides things work much better. 
Negotiating is the best way. Amicable 
agreements should be reached when talking 
annexation,” says Beer. “It’s good for the 
area because if we don’t work together it 
will be difficult to go ahead with any 
regional planning in future.” 

Nobles proposes a different strategy. 

After blowing out Sidney Township’s 
200 birthday candles in 1990, Reeve Tom 
Nobles says it’s time his 17,000 plus 
constituents had a piece of the cake. 

Getting everybody to the party, however, 
may prove a challenge. 

The fastest route, contends Nobles, is 
alleviating the residential tax base, 
responsible for 83 per cent of the 
township’s total tax assessment. 

“We must expand our industrial and 
commercial tax base to help the taxpayers 
of the township a little more. I am totally 
committed to making Sidney Township a 
great place to live,” says Nobles. 

Reservation, not annexation, is the 
answer. By establishing a water plant under 
the South Sidney Secondary Plan, Nobles 
can fend off the probability of future 
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annexation because they’ll be able to 
service their own land, contends the reeve. 

“We had an unbelievable amount of 
development in Sidney Township in 1989 
and 1990 — approximately $25 million,” 
says Nobles. “That’s a good indicator we 
can be an equal peer at the table with 
Belleville and Trenton. We have to be an 
equal peer, not a cousin. I have no problem 
with our neighbours and they have my total 
commitment, but I have to represent 
Sidney’s taxpayers first.” 

Zegouras maintains the same stance: 
“Belleville council has a responsibility to 
its taxpayers’ needs first and foremost.” 

But, reminds Zegouras, those same 
ratepayers must realize services cost “big 
bucks. It’s a simple case of reality versus 
wishful thinking.” 

He points out: “People keep demanding 
more and more services but they don’t 
want to pay for them. Councils in Sidney, 
Trenton and Belleville can’t wave a magic 
wand and have money appear — it all 
comes from the taxpayer.” 

Possible restructuring of the government 
system could change everything, says 
Thurlow’s Beer. 

Trenton is working with Northumberland 
County on a study to examine restructuring 
of the county system. Trenton could end up 
as part of a new county system in 
Northumberland rather than Hastings, says 
Robertson. 

Beer predicts all of the townships and 
cities eventually will be incorporated under 
a one or two-tier regional government in 
Hastings County. 

“Towns, cities and townships will all be 
part of the county system in the future. I 
personally don’t think you'll see any more 
annexation either, because it won’t be 
necessary. It will be a simple system — 
everybody that uses services pays and 
that’s all there will be to it," he says.

think the recession is going 
to be as deep and prolonged 
as expected due to the 
remarkable rebound of the 
stock market as well as the 
decline in the interest rate.

Thurlow Township is bracing for an 
upswing in industrial and residential 
growth, says Reeve George Beer. 

Despite a sluggish year in both sectors, 
1991 is looking much bnghter than 
expected. 

“It really looks much brighter than I 
anticipated,” says Beer. “We're only into 
the first few months of 1991 and already 
there has been a fair amount of action in 
Thurlow Township. We're getting a lot of 
enquines from indusinal, commercial and 
residential sectors of the economy.” 

Beer says plans by several agencies will 
substantially change the township's border 
along Highway 401. 

Most recently, the Belleville Ontario 
Provincial Police have 
settled on a piece of 
property at the Highway 37- 
401 interchange for their 
new Distnct 9 headquarters 
building, says Beer 

“Tt’s a great start for 
Thurlow to have the OPP 
relocating their headquarters 
here in our township,” says 
beer. 

In addition, the 
cloverleafs on Highway 3 
and Highway 62 have 
interested hotel chains and 
franchises examining their 
potential for possible 
building. Service centres 
could be a future reality, 
says Beer.

to the west of the interchange. 

Other capital projects in the township 
include building a bridge across the Moira 
River just north of the interchange. An 
option under the transportation study, it 
would link Highway 62 with Highway 37. 

It could also enhance the area’s growth 
potential. 

Just north of Highway 401 and west of 
Highway 62 is a 26-acre parcel of land 
rezoned mall-commercial with services 
available for a new mall. 

Beer says a return to a strong, healthy 
economy could witness the erection of a 
large mall at the site. 

“We're looking for a new mall to be built 
at the site. This could be a real biggie for 
us,” he says. 

Also on the planning table is a new 


warehouse by D&K Heating and another 
major project forthcoming to Thurlow 's 
industrial park. Beer won't elaborate further. 

“We have another large project coming in 
and the deal is just closing now,” is all he 
will say. 

Purolator got the jump on the area last 
year, says Beer, and has just completed a 
new building on the township's Third 
Concession. 

In the residential sector, Beer cites three 
proposals, which would establish 500 to 
600 more units in the the township. 

“These proposed units are all within the 
service area of the township and would 
provide housing for expected growth in 
Belleville and the township,” says Beer. 

Completion of residential and

Everything is right on schedule for the Sears catalogue 
merchandising facility in Belleville’s northeast industrial 
park, says Sid Ridgley, corporate general manager of

The $180 million centre will be fully operational in the 
spring of 1992, he says, but they expect their first customer

“The whole building shell is built and enclosed. We are,

“We're anticipating a number of other 
new developments also,” says Nobles, 
including more commercial and, lest we 
forget, residential. 

A number of subdivisions are in the 
works in Sidney. 

McKinney is planning a subdivision on 
Highway 2 just west of Wallbridge Road - 
while the Oak Hill area is also preparing 
for more housing. Ross Swan is 
undertaking a major subdivision in Oak 
Hills, says Nobles. The village of 
Wallbridge will see the construction of a 
Bailey subdivision this year as well. 

Capital projects will improve quality of 
life for Sidney residents. 

County Road 22 will be reconstructed 
this year from Aikins Road to Wallbridge- 
Loyalist. The regularly travelled road has 
needed repairs for some time coming, 
concedes Nobles. 

And township staff will be working this 
year towards rezoning of Sidney’s 
industrial park off of Wallbridge-Loyalist 
Road to attract new business.

Often one or the other would 
end up in hospital, but the lovers always made up 
until the next battle royal.

The 
trigger man was introduced to Dee. He was Bill 
Rhodes, who worked part-time with Mike at the gas 
station and lived across from the station in a trailer 
park. Ironically, Bill lived rent free in exchange for 
guarding the park against criminals. 

The die was cast. Art Venecia was to be elimi- 
nated. On the night of June 18, Dee introduced Allen 
to Mike and Bill. The three men drove to Art’s 
house. Allen entered the house, but didn’t go into 
the bedroom. At the last moment, Art woke up. His 
assailants slit his throat with a razor. The job done, 
they returned to the pancake house, where Dee paid 
them the balance owing: 

Next day, Allen moved out of Art’s house. He beg- 
ged Dee to help him get rid of the incriminating evi- 
dence. There was a body that had to be moved. Dee 
agreed to help. She walked into Art’s bedroom and 
viewed the gruesome sight of Art's body clad only 
in pyjama bottoms.

The operator showed up with a 
back hoe and took nearly five hours to dig through 
the hard coral. The job cost $280. The back hoe 
operator detected a peculiar odor about the prop- 
erty, but didn’t give it a second thought.

CFB expenditures under review 


Department of 
National Defence 
initiates program 
to study spending

Future base commanders at CFB Trenton may wield 
greater operational and spending authority, based 
upon future findings of a five-year restraint program 
to be initiated April 1. 

But, more discretionary power, says a Canadian Armed 
Forces commander, will also mean more accountability. 

Recommendations from the program, Base DelegAAT 
— the delegation of authority and accountability to base 
commanders — could be implemented at all Canadian 
bases in the nation sometime in 1996. 

The trial program, to be initiated at CFB Kingston and 
CFB Borden, will investigate means of slashing 
operations, personnel and maintenance costs on Canadian 
bases. 

“CFB Kingston and Rorden cost $200 million plus 
annually. If we could save 10 per cent in costs at each 
base, that would mean a $40 million saving a year,” says 
Canadian Forces Training Systems Cmdr. Jim Bell. 

“What we’re trying to do in this program is reduce 
political and bureaucratic spending and make the base 
commanders more accountable for where the money is 
going,” says Cmdr. Bell, whose training-charges include 
CFB bases Borden, Kingston, Cornwallis, Chilliwack and 
Saint John. As many as 27,000 serials are trained annually 
at the five bases. 

“Base commanders at present only have to account 
directly for 15 per cent of spending and operations on their 
bases. This could change with the completion of the 
program. 

“We haven’t held base commanders accountable in the 
past because someone has been thinking our money comes

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Time investment in lawn enhances beauty of home 
U 


nder the urging of the warm spring rains, most 
early season lawns look great - lush, green and 
Surging with growth. 

But come the dog days of summer, it's a 
different story with a lawn that can become dull 
and drab or browned off and scabbed with weeds. 

Your lawn is the single most important feature of your 
exterior decorating plan, the single unifying element that 
ties together all other planting and design elements - trees, 
shrubs, evergreens and gardens - into a harmonious whole. 

And while no one can measure its monetary value, real 
estate agents know it certainly exists. In their business, 
where first impressions are so important, a verdant, well 
manicured lawn creates an important climate of 
acceptance. Or to put it conversely, an over-grown, weed- 
ragged lawn can be a real detriment. 

Considering what your lawn is and the abuse to which it 
is subjected, it's a wonder that it grows at all. A dense 
packed collection of grasses that normally grow from 45 to 
60 centimeters (18 to 24 inches) tall, it is discouraged once 
or twice a week with a lawnmower. 

It is subject to heavy wear, to drought, to all kinds of 
diseases and insect attacks, and with hundreds of plants 
per square metre, the competition for food and water is 
intense and continuous. 

But there is a way to show-piece lawn - soft, thick, 
weed-free and the envy of the neighbours - from spring 
until fall. It requires a small investment in time over and 
above routine watering and cutting anywhere from 24 to 
36 hours over the season. But wait til you see the results. 

Peat Moss And Vermiculite 

The main weakness of soils that are predominantly clay 
or sand is their lack of organic material, the element thaf 
holds moisture and nutrients at the level of your lawn's 
root system. 

That shortage can be easily overcome with the generous 
application of two products common to the gardening 
scene - peat moss and vermiculite - augmented with 
fertilizers, lawn clippings and grass seed. 

While there is little difference between the various 
brands of peat and vermiculite, grass seed is a different 
matter. You wouldn't dream of buying second-rate trees, 
shrubs or evergreens from your nursery so don't settle for 
bargain brand grass seed. Your lawn is going to be with 
you for a long, long time, so be prepared .to spend a little 
money for a top quality mix of blue, grass fescues and 
perennial rye a top quality mix. 

Begin the treatment this spring when your lawn is ready 













for its first cutting, spreading enough peat so that your 
lawn takes on a definite brown tinge and following with 
medium grade vermiculite in the ratio of about three bales 
of peat to one bag of vermiculite, followed by organic 
lawn fertilizer with a formula such as 6-8-12 and a top 
quality lawn seed.

Then use your power mower, set at about two inches, 
and move slowly to spin-blend the mixture and spread it 
evenly over the surface, making sure you avoid 
discharging in the flower beds. 

Finish off by spreading the grass clippings with a fan 
rake and if necessary, pulverize them with a second run of 
the power mower. Continue to cut the lawn once a week 
during spring and early summer, leaving the grass catcher 
off so that the short grass clippings are added to the 





humus-building mixture. 

Repeat the Process 

Repeat the spring treatment on the middle and of 
summer, omitting the grass seed. If you combine this top- 
dressing program with generous watering, I guarantee it 
will turn a problem lawn into a lush turf that is a joy to 
walk on and behold. 

And by the way, unless your lawn is in deep shade or is 
wet most of the season, there is no need to be worried 
about a build-up of thatch. The regular applications of 
fertilizer will break the organic material down into the 
water- holding mulch your lawn needs. 

Repeat the application in mid-summer, omitting the 
grass seed and a final application, including the grass seed, 
in early fall. If you combine this top-dressing program 
with generous watering, I guarantee it will result in lush 
turf that is a joy to walk on anda pleasure to behold. 

And you'll be happy to know that nothing discourages 
weeds like a thick healthy turf. But if weeds are a current 
problem, spot weed rather than make a mass application of 
a weed and feed fertilizer. Mix a liquid herbicide according 

to the label instructions, fill a one-litre spray bottle and 
take a stroll, zapping weeds as you go. It's a lot less 
expensive and a whole lot healthier for the environment, 
now and in the future.

Area residents were 
especially drawn into the 
history-laden pages because 
they could look at old 
photographs and read about 
their family or even 
themselves. Photos for all 
the books were contributed 
by friends and family. 

Austin was reluctant to 
Start a second book, but 


helped to keep her body 
and mind active. 

A year later, Austin wrote 
“As the Crow Flies"..A 
book about the comm- 
unities surrounding Wooler. 
It received similar praise. 

Austin made a writing 
departure with her third and 
most recent book, “The 
McColl Clan.” The 
book traced her 
family's heritage 


as well as 
containing a 
history of key 


events in Canada. 
She says this 1979 
release was the 
most satisfying 
because she 
returned to her 
roots and learned 
things about her 
family. 

Austin--of 
Scottish, Dutch and Irish 
descent--says she Is 
Scottish first. The McColl 
Clan emigrated to Canada 
to take advantage of the 
federal government's offer 
of 100 acres of free 
farmland. 

Some of the McColls 
were unable to survive the 
seven-week voyage. 
Eventually, Austin's parents 
settled in Wooler where 
they opened Bell's General 
Store.

Theatre will go ahead, however, 
following the announcement that 
the Ministry of Housing will 
occupy the second floor of the Park 
building. 

Magee owns the large parcel of 
land (formerly Corbin Lock) at 
Highway 2 and Coleman Street and 
has proposed Riverfront Square for 
the site. The complex would house 
everything from a gallery and an 
outdoor auditorium to 
condominiums, retail stores and 
restaurants. 

Magee’s plans for the former 
Cablevue Building and Queen’s 
Hotel in front of city hall call for a 
three-storey structure that will 
incorporate the facade of the 
historical landmark. 

While Magee has been criticized 
for delaying his projects, the 
Toronto developer contends 
throwing Caution to the wind is 
insane in the current economic 
climate.

Economically, Magee estimates 
following through with his projects 
will drop as much as $20 million 
capital into Quinte through 
construction expenditures. 

And continued economic benefits 
will follow from Riverfront’s 
completion alone, contends the 
Teddington Ltd. president.

The serene and tranquil surroundings” 
of Canada's oldest provincial park may 
soon be disturbed by the sound of 
gunfire, outboard motors and ATVs on 
the heels of a decision by Natural 
Resources Minister Bud Wildman.

John and Janet Foster, renowned 
filmmakers who reside near Stirling 
describe the ruling as an environmental;

Previous laws imposed a ban on 
firearms and vehicles in the park with 
outboard motors restricted only to use 
only on Opeongo Lake. There was no 
winter fishing season in order to protect 
the trout species which could be sensitive 
to over-harvesting by anglers. 

Band councillor Doug Benoit doubts 
parks users will see any difference.

poured him a spoonful of liquid from a mug. After 


Biving him the liquid. she emptied the remainder of 
the mug into the fire. Thomas wanted to get out of 
bed. One can imagine Mrs. Manville’s surprise when 
she heard the previously solicitous Catherine snap,. 
“There's nothing in his inside for him to get up. I’m 
tired of hearing him pray all day.”’ 

Mrs. Manville gave Catherine a dirty look and 
helped Thomas to his feet. Catherine lay down on a 
nearby cot. Poor Thomas staggered, then fell back on 
his bed. Once more he asked for a drink of water. 
Mrs. Manville gave him some. It would be Thomas’ 


last drink. He slumped back on his pillow, dead as 
dead could be

It was the poisoners’ pure bad luck that Thomas 
lliggins had a brother, Patrick. who was half 
bloodhound. Patrick couldn't believe that his healthy 
brother had died of natural causes in eight days. He 
dropped in on Dr. Whitford and found out that the 
good doctor had only visited Thomas on the very first 
day of his illness, yet he had signed the death 
certificate, altribuling death to dysentery. 

Now hot to trot, Patrick called on an insurance 
agent, Mr. Bowles, who informed him that Thomas 
had been relatively heavily insured. That did it. 
Patrick contacted the coroner and told him of his 
suspicions. An autopsy was performed and Thomas 
was found to be chock full of arsenic Margaret 
Higgins was immediately taken into custody, but her 
sister proved to be a more elusive quarry. Catherine 
found lodgings with friends and managed to stay at 
large until Oct. 13, when she too was arrested. 

Once Thomas Higgins was proven to be a murder 
victim, other deaths in the family were investigated. 
Catherine’s son John had died in Dec., 1880, at age 
22. Margaret Jennings, an 18-year-old who had 
roomed with Catherine, had died after a short illness 
in Jan., 1883. And, of course, (here was Mary 
Higgins’ death in March of the same year.

The bodies of these three were exhumed. Small 
quantities of arsenic were found in two bodies, while 
a fatal dose was traced in the case of John 
Flannagan. Ibis believed the other victims were fed 
small quantities of arsenic over a long period of 

s ohatine in the cellar on Ascot St. was examined. 


Traces of arsenic were found in the bottom of a coat 
pocket owned by Margaret Higgins. A bottle ; 
containing arsenic was also found on the premises. : 
Upon examination, it was discovered that the arsenic 
in the bottle had been produced by soaking fly papers 
in water. This is the first instance in criminal history 
that arsenic extracted from fly paper was used for 
the purpose of murder. It may be noted that two 
years later, infamous Florence Maybrick stood 
accused of imitating Margaret and Catherine in the 
murder game. 

The sisters stood trial for murder on Feb. 13, 1884 
in Liverpool. It was revealed that five different 
insurance companies had issued small policies on 
Thomas Higgins’ life. Thomas had signed only two of 
the policies. His name had been forged on the other 
three. The sisters had attempted to take out a sixth 
policy for 50 pounds, but because of the larger 
amount, a medical examination was necessary. When 
an insurance agent called on Thomas to advise him 
of the medical, Thomas was furious. He threw the 
agent out of the house, shouting, “To hell with you. 
You'll get no money from me.” 

In all, Margaret and Catherine were able to insure 
Thomas for a total of 108 pounds, a not 
inconsiderable amount in those days. The sisters had 
scampered around to the insurance companies after 
Thomas’ death and had managed to collect 28 pounds 
before they were arrested. Although the amounts of 
insurance placed on the other victims was deemed 
inadmissable at the trial, it is known that they too 
were insured. 

_ The two diabolical sisters had schemed for years, 
insuring their victims for small amounts and feeding 
them poison. Who knows how many more years they 
would have operated had Patrick Higgins not been 
unable to accept the untimely death of his brother. 

Margaret Higgins and Catherine Flannagan were 
found guilty of murder and sentenced to death. They 
were hanged on May 3, 1884 in Liverpool.

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OPP plans 
crackdown 
on Quinte's 
boaters

Ontario Provincial Police and RCMP officers are 
joining forces on an action plan.to crack down on 
boaters in Quinte waters who break the law. 

Officials from both agencies will be meeting to ensure 
maximum enforcement efficiency during the 1991 May 
to September boating season. 

Both RCMP and OPP have special police boats to 
conduct searches, checks and water rescue manoeuvres. 
Each boat is manned by two to three full-time staff. 

“Before the season starts, our departments will be 
getting together to ensure our renewed efforts aren’t 
overlapping,” says Pete Phillips, public information 
officer with the RCMP in Belleville. © 

Phillips says RCMP officers this season will be 
concentrating efforts on boaters who fail to adhere to 
regulations governing safety. 

During the 1990 boating season, RCMP’s marine unit 
issued 700 wamings to boaters for equipment violations. 

“The heaviest fine levied last year was against a man 
who was first warned and then caught again carrying 
nine people on board without any life jackets,” says 
Phillips. The man was forced to pay a fine of $1,200. 

Speeding in Belleville’s three harbors will also be 
subject to heavy fines, following the announcement by 
Ministry of Transportation of a 9 knot speed limit. 

Speed limit signs will be posted in late April or early 
May at four locations says Jerry Brennan, 
superintendent of Belleville parks and harbors. 

Radar will be used to record speeding offenders by 
RCMP’s marine unit. 

Const. David Craig, Belleville OPP public 
information officer, says the OPP’s marine unit will 
mount a similar effort.

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Water testing could 
lead to beach clean up 


Last summer, everyone was baffled by the 
closure of The Outlet beach because of fecal 
coliform levels for the first time in recorded 

Ory. 

‘Attioush this is a common enough problem at 
other beaches in the area, even now no one 
knows why The Outlet was affected for the first 
time. C 

And finding out could be important since The 
Outlet, now known as the east sector of 
Sandbanks Provincial Park, is the major tourist 
attraction in this area. In the range of 200,000 
people visit the park annually. es 

But they won't continue to visit if the park 
continues to close because of pollution. 

The good news is that the Ontario Ministry of 
Environment is considering funding for the 
Moira River, Trent Valley and Prince Edward 
Region Conservation Authorities to conduct 
testing of river waters to identify pollution 
sources in the area watersheds. 

If approved, the testing could reveal the source 
not just for The Outlet but for other parks in the. 
region. 

We believe such testing is essential and hope 
the ministry's decision will be affirmative. 


Next step is.action 


Testing to identify sources of fecal coliform 
pollution in the Quinte area's watersheds, 
however welcome, is of course only a first step. 
Once sources are identified, steps have to be 
taken to correct them. 

And that's where the rubber hits the road, to 
coin a cliche. 

The Bay of Quinte Remedial Action Plan 
completed in 1990 identified several general 
sources, including municipal sewage collection 
and storm water treatment systems, farms and 
industries. Any attempt to clean up these areas 
will cost money, taxpayer money, whether from 
the province, the federal government or the local 
municipalities. 

Once the testing is done, are we prepared to put 
Our money where our mouth is? That will 
become the critical question.

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Colour schemes for a more interesting garden 


In the planting of annuals, while nothing 
prevents you from using colours at random, 
certain colour schemes work, defined as: 
‘Monochromatic, Analagous, 
Complementary, and Polychromatic. It's a 
goad idea to learn a little about these 
schemes and then you can experiment to 
your heart's content. 

The first step towards a better 
understanding of these colour schemes is 
by obtaining a "colour wheel " from your 
local paint and wallpaper store. Don't be 
put off by its formal appearance. The 
colour wheel is simply the easiest way to 
explain the basic interrelationships between 
colours. 

The Monochromatic colour scheme, 
defined as tints and shades of one colour 
only, is one of the more difficult designs - 
because it may take some searching to find 
all the plants from light pink to dark red, or 
light blue to dark blue. But it works, 

By example, a nursery owner near 
Uxbridge, Ont. has her whole garden 
planted in white: red, lilies, peonies etc., 
and each year she satisfies the scheme by 
planting white annuals. The effect is 
strangely satisfying. Last year she cheated 
a little by lining her patio, which is white, 
with white flower pots spouting brilliant

Analagous colour schemes employ any 
three adjoining colours e.g., red, red/violet, 
and-violet. Since you are also allowed the 
tints and shades of each colour, the range of 
colours is far wider than it appears. An 
Analagous colour scheme, whether 
composed of warm, cool or a mixture of 
cool and warm will benefit from the 
buffering of white annuals. 

Best known is the Complementary 
colour scheme, combining colours that are 
opposite. These are high-powered 
combinations and can actually be too 
powerful, especially in the small garden. 
Again, white annuals can help tone them 
down. "Blending " helps to, allowing 
complementary colours to mingle where 
they meet rather than butt.

Migrating waterfowl flock 
to Presquiile each spring 


By Derek Baldwin 
QWN Staff 
It’s a unique meeting place 
where people and birds in 
the thousands meet every 
spring and fall. 
Birds, on their long 
migration north stop at 
, Presqu’ile-Park to rest- — 
people make the drive to see 
them. 7 


Park staff again this year 
are expecting a large turn- 
out of both birds and bird 
watchers. 

As many as 6,000 people 
attend the waterfowl 
viewing weekends, which 
have been held at the park 
for the past 16 years, says 


park naturalist Steve 
LaForest. 
Flocks of migrating 


waterfowl] numbering 7,000 
to 12,000 are the main 
drawing card. 

“We have recorded flocks 
of up to 12,000 on any given 
day,” says LaForest, who has 
been watching the viewing 
weekends increase in 
popularity during the last 
four years. 

Presqu’ile Park is an 
annual favorite for migrating 
waterfowl because the 
Peninsula juts out into Lake 
Ontario. It’s a welcoming 
beacon for birds who have 
Just crossed the lake. 

“It’s the first land many 
birds flying north see. The 
protective marshes also offer 
a safe stopover on their long 
Journey.” 

As many as 20 different 
kinds of ducks and smaller 
numbers of Canada Geese 
and Tundra Swans pass 
through Presqu’ile between 
late January and early May. 

This year, March 24 to 25 
and March 31 to April 1 
have been targeted for peak 
Migration days at 

u’ile’s marshes. 

“This is when the ducks 
are coming through in their 
largest numbers. We 
highlight these particular 
weekends because they can 





provide spectacular views of 
waterfowl,” says LaForest. 
“When people go away from 
a day of viewing at the park 
they have a new awareness 
of nature.” 

And thanks to a handful of 
volunteers from the Friends 
of Presqu’ile Park and 
Presqu’ile-Brighton 
Naturalists, a visit to the 
park is much more 


meaningful. 

“We have to give credit to 
these volunteers who act as 
interpreters for visitors by 
explaining and sharing their 
knowledge of waterfowl,” 
says LaForest.

The land 
will have to be redesignated 
to accommodate a golf 
course,” says Rixen. 

Gary Dyke, senior planner 
with Thurlow Township, 
says Jarrell’s proposal will 
be discussed at an April 5 
meeting of township 
planning committee memb- 


ers. Recommen-dations will 
be forwarded to county 
planning. 

Dyke says the county is 
examining the redesignation 
because the land in question 
is located outside Thurlow’s 
official plan area. 

Recommendations from 
Thurlow Township, the 
public meeting will go to 
county council for approval. 

“The influx of people into 
Thurlow Township will be 
good. It adds a large 
recreational element to the 
township and could draw 
more dollars from visitors 
and tourists,” says planner 
Dyke.

have no problem with the house of 
commons legislation that awards the 
3.63 per cent raise. It’s automatic 
every year.” 

Vanclief says he earns his keep by 
representing his constituents on all 
fronts at all times. 

“When you’re in the political 
arena, you're on duty 24 hours a 
day, 365 days a year. At functions, 
dances, outings and even shopping 
at home, people are always stopping 
to say hello or talk politics.”

Allegations of excessive force 
Commissioner 


says he will 
not investigate 
Trenton Police

Ontario Public Complaints Commissioner 
Claire Lewis says he will not investigate 
allegations of misconduct and excessive force 
against the Trenton Police Department. 

Two official complaints, laid against three Trenton 
officers in early 1990 by Trenton resident Doug Little, will 
now land in the hands of the Ontario Civilian 
Commission, formerly the Ontario Police Commission. 

Commissioner Lewis, in an interview with QWN, says 
he has no jurisdiction over the case because complaints 
were filed before Dec. 31, 1990, when legislation created 
the public complaints commission, designed to investigate 
police conduct under the new Police Services Act. 

“The bottom line of this case, is Mr. Little lodged his 
complaints with the Trenton Police before we were 
formed. The Police Services Act is not retroactive,” said 
Lewis in an interview. “Mr. Little, however, has the right 
to file a complaint with the civilian commission.” 

Little, 42, filed a complaint with the Lewis’ commission 
Jan. 11, 1991. Lite says he will file a new complaint with 
the civilian commission. 

The former truck driver, now disabled, is also pursuing 
civil litigation against the Trenton Police Force and the 
officers involved.

$6 million median 
erected on 401 to 
halt traffic deaths

Cross median fatalities on Highway 401 between 
Belleville and Trenton will be eliminated in future with the 
proposed construction of a multi-million dollar median. 

The Ministry of Transportation is calling for tenders on 
the median retro-fit project, estimated to cost as much as 
$6 million to separate narrow sections of the MacDonald 
Cartier Freeway that are less than 15 metres wide. 

The erection of high 
performance barriers were 
among 17 
recommendations 
stemming from a June 13- 
15 inquest last year in 
Kingston Township, 
spearheaded by Coroner 
Dr. B.E. Bechard. 

In a telephone interview 
from Kingston, Bechard 
noted he is very pleased with the decision by the MTO to 
implement the recommendation, 

“I am very pleased with the decision. It was one of the 
priorities and will definitely save a lot of unnecessary 
deaths,” said Bechard. 

“We looked at 40 or more fatalities and a high 
percentage of them were caused directly from cars

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Boating crackdown 
needed in local waters 


The OPP and RCMP are planing to crack down 
on boaters in Quinte waters who break the law, 
concentrating especially on boaters who ignore 
safety regulations. As well, a water-bome RIDE 
program will be put in place this summer. 

at's great. ! 
neato to the Canadian Red Cross, the single 
largest cause of drowning in Ontario is from 
boating -- and alcohol was involved in the vast 
majority of those drownings. 

Water and alcohol don't mix, the Red Cross says, 
because alcohol impairs judgement, giving a false 
sense of secunty. 

Another major problem is the failure to carry 
safety equipment such as approved lifejackets, 
paddles, a bailer, a sound-signalling device, night 
lights and a fire extinguisher when a boat is 
equipped with an inboard motor. . 

Failure to carry proper safety equipment may 
seem silly before an accident but can lead to a 
horror story when things go wrong. 

One potential horror story related by police was 
of a man caught last year carrying nine people on 
board without a single lifejacket. 

And police say a simple warning didn’t work. 
The boater received a heavy fine after being 
caught a second time after his first warning. 

That's why the police are planning to crack 
down on boaters. And that’s why we support it. 

Why let a recreational outing turn fatal instead 
of fun? 


Winning the peace 


Last week, we welcomed Canada's troops home 
from the Persian Gulf War with a sigh of relief. As 
many returned as went, and we are grateful for 
that. 

Now life can return to normal at CFB Trenton 
and at bases around the country. 

In our gratitude, however, we must not forget the 
cost of war. In this war, the bill in death and 
human suffering has been paid not by Canada or 
its allies but by Iraq.

Saddam Hussein has been Stopped by this war, 
but until the Palestinian issue is solved, there will 
be no peace in the Middle East. In fact, unless the 
problem is solved, we predict this war will be to 
the next as the First World War was to the Second. 

And changes are needed in the very countries we 
assisted in this war. 

For example, in the same week that Canada's 
oops returned home, we noted that the Kuwaiti 
government had banned the first daily newspaper 
to take up publication after the liberation because 
it had the temerity to criticize the government.

In order to secure a mortgage from a lending institution, one needs 
to have a satisfactory credit rating, satisfactory security to back the 
deal and a satisfactory business transaction, Andre DeVries, mortgage 
development officer at the Belleville National Trust, said.

He described a satisfactory business deal as being one that will meet 
the demands and need of the client as well as satisfying the

Normally, DeVries said, it takes people 15 to 25 years to fully repay 


their mortgages. 


"Generally speaking, lending regulations require a purchaser to have 
a minimum equity of 10 per cent when purchasing a property,” he 


said, 


Sometimes "gifts" received from relatives make up the 10 per cent, 
but the lenders want to see official documentation the money is a gift 


and is not repayable.

Inspect a home thoroughly if you're thinking of buying it

. Before you buy something in a store, you 


look it over to make sure you are getting 
your money's worth, right? 

When you make an investment in a 
home, you want to make sure everything is 
in working order as well. 

__ First-time home buyers who wanted to 
learn more about inspecting their 
investment at the Affordable Housing 
Conference at Loyalist College March 16 
attended a session on home inspection. 

George Watt, president of G.R. Watt 
Home Inspection Service, said home 
inspections services do not give appraisals 
of a property, nor do they work for a real 
estate agent or recommended contractors. 

What they do is a through examination of 
the property and estimate what repairs 
should be done. 

After you've decided to have a home 


inspector -- go, with them. Go around 
together because the client can ask a lot of 
questions. It's like the old saying, "two 
heads are better than one,” Watts said. 

If at all possible, carry out the home 
inspection while the current owner is not

there, he said. 

"You've got to use your common sense. 
There is no home that is really perfect...just 
a few...How much time and money can you 
afford to spend on this house?" Watt asked. 
Inspection should begin outside of the 


house. 

"Start on the outside and walk around. 
Note the type of construction. Look into 
other things -- like the eavestroughs,” Watt 
said. 

He said he always carries a pair of 
binoculars with him so he can examine the 
roof and chimney. 

You can usually tell the condition of a 
roof by looking at the shingles. If they are 
curved of pieces of asphalt have come off 
of them and fill the eaves, then the roof is 
no good. Shingles usually have a 15 to 22 
year life span, he said. 

"pay particular attention to the windows. 
They start rotting out first," Watt added. 
Testing the wood by knocking on it can tell 
if rotting has begun. 

If you find cracks in the foundation that 
are moving towards the ground, don't think 
of how to fix them, but what caused them. 
In older houses they may just be settlement 


cracks. 
"The most important part of the house is 
the basement,” Watt said 
Water in the basement is one of the most

Standards Association (CSA), do their best 
to simulate real home environments. But 
once it is installed in your home, an 
appliance may consume more or less 
energy, depending on how you use it.

When you plan on renovating your 
home, use the “House as a System” 
approach: it’s really a question of looking 
before you leap. 

Anticipate how changes to your house 
will affect the exchange of heat, air and 
moisture—factors that are continually 
occurring between your house and the 
outdoors. 

How that exchange occurs depends on 
three components: the building envelope or 
shell; the mechanical systems for heating, 
cooling and ventilation; and you lifestyle. 
Changes in any one or all three of these

This is best illustrated by some examples 
which cover common changes in the 
building envelope, mechanical systems and 
lifestyle. All of these examples show how 
changes in your house influence heat, air 


‘and moisture flows, and how care must be 


taken to properly manage the impacts on 
all three flows. 


‘CHANGES TO THE 
BUILDING ENVELOPE 


Your home’s building envelope consists 
of all the exterior surfaces that separate 
your indoor environment from the outside. 
These include exterior walls and ceilings, 
windows and doors, and the basement. 

The flow of heat, air and moisture 
through the building envelope must be 
Properly controlled to ensure comfort, 
energy efficiency and structural soundness. 
Different strategies are needed to control 
each flow. Insulation, for example, controls 
heat flows; draftproofing and air barriers 
control air flows; and vapour barriers 
control moisture flows. 


INSULATION 

Adding insulation to your house will 
reduce heat loss, but it will also make the 
outside part of the building envelope 
colder. This increases the potential for 
condensation problems when moisture 
produced indoors (e.g.by cooking, bathing, 
clothes washing, respiration) moves

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outward through the building envelope. 

This means the house’s structure must be 
protected by an effective air-vapour barrier 
which completely blocks waler-vapour and 
moisture-laden air. A continuous sheet of 6 
mil polyethylene provides an excellent air- 
vapour barrier. The barrier can also be 
created by sealing all the air leakage points 
at cracks and penetrations in the building 
envelope. You can also apply several coats 
of an impermeable finish, such as low 
permeability latex or oil-Based paint, to 
walls and ceilings. ‘ 

DRAFTPROOFING 

Caulking and weatherstripping cracks 
and penetrations in the building envelope 
will reduce warm air leakage — a major 
source of heat loss in most Canadian 
homes. However, air leakage control also 
reduces the natural supply of fresh air. 
While it is difficult to seal a house so 
tightly that it lacks fresh air, it is best ot 
make sure that your house has enough 
ventilation after air sealing work is 
completed. 

Inadequate ventilation may produce air 
quality problems. Stale or stuffy air or 
lingering odors are the obvious signs. If 
these symptoms occur in your house after 
doing draftproofing work you may want to 
increase ventilation by adding kitchen or 
bathroom fans. 

Make sure that potential sources of air 
pollution, such as paints and solvents, are 
well-sealed and stored in a ventilated area 
so that a build-up of fumes will not be a

Draftproofing work also tends to increase 
humidity levels in your house, since there 
will be less natural ventilation to expel the 
moisture produced indoors. Watch for 
symptoms, such as heavy condensation on 
windows during the winter, and mould or 
mildew on walls or ceilings, 

If your home exhibits these symptoms, 
you will need to begin a moisture control 
program. Start by turning off humidifiers, 
making sure your dryer is vented outdoors 
(avoid drying clothes indoors), and 
ensuring that your basement foundation is 
Properly drained and damp-proofed. A 
good moisture control program also 

involves ensuring adequate ventilation by 
installing kitchen or bathroom fans or, if 
necessary, a heat recovery ventilator. 


ENERGY-EFFICIENT 


WINDOWS 
Replacing older “leaky” windows with 
more energy-efficient sealed units can 
sometimes cause problems with excessive 
window condensation occurs. The solution 
is to find ways to reduce indoor moisture 
production in your house, as outlined

Mechanical systems include all the 
household equipment and appliances which 
affect your indoor environment.

The technology was first developed in 
Sweden towards the end of the Second 
World War to meet that country’s growing 
energy needs. Today, Sweden has more 
than 134 000 EES installations. Canada has 
about 15 000 installations, representing an 
investment of more than $100 million. 

Because the EES don’t create heat (they 
simply move it from one place to another), 
operating costs are minimal. Of course, 
electricity is needed to run the condenser, 
pumps and fans, but the system produces 
three times as much energy as it uses. 

Earth energy systems cost about twice as 
much to purchase and install as a gas, 
electric or oil-fired furnace with add-on air 
conditioning. Installing the collectors, 
whether open- or closed-loop, accounts for 
most of the difference. Additional costs can 
be incurred by the need for some form of 
supplemental heating (most of the EES are 
designed to provide 70 per cent of a home s 
heating needs and 100 per cent of its 


Imagine an inexhaustible energy source 
that. is suniversally available, 
environmentally benign, safe and — here’s 
the best part — free. Sounds too good to be 
true? 

Well, you're standing on it. 

The earth is a giant solar collector, 
sopping up 47 per cent of the sun’s energy 
that reaches it. That’s a lot of energy. By 
some estimates, the first 30 metres of earth 
beneath a typical urban lot in Canada 
contain enough energy to heat, cool and 
supply all the hot water needs of 10 single- 
family homes year-round. 

In recent decades scientists have 
developed a way to tap this enormous 
reservoir of energy. Ground source heat 
pumps (also called earth energy systems, Or 
EES) are designed to collect the earth’s 
natural heat, upgrade it and use it to 
provide space heating. In summer, the 
machines operate in reverse, drawing heat 
and humidity from warm indoor air and 
dumping it into the earth or a groundwater

cooling needs), and other modifications. 

In most cases, however, the additional 
cost of an EES is recovered in the form of 
energy savings within five years. On 
average, heating and cooling costs, using as 
EES, are 50 to 70 per cent lower than a 
conventional oil- or gas-fired furnace with 
add-on air conditioning, and 50 per cent 
lower than a modem, high-efficiency gas 
furnace. Actual savings will vary, 
depending on t he local climate, the costs 
for fuel and electricity in your area, the size 
of the heat pump installed, and its 
performance rating. 

Most of the EES installations provide hot 
water heating a s an added bonus. Hot 
water heating is always available during 
the cooling cycle and during the heating 
cycle in mild weather, when the EES is not 
working to full capacity. This feature can 
reduce a water heating bill by as much as 
50 per cent. 

The EES, if properly installed, require 
little attention apart from a yearly cleaning 


m the ground's heat 


of coils, filters and fans. The pipes of an 
n-loop system may occasionally 
become clogged by mineral deposits. 
Regular cleaning with a mild acid solution 
is enough to remove the build-up. 

Best of all, an EES is easy on the 
environment. Nothing is burned, no gases 
are released and no waste is created. And 
every new EES installation displaces the 
need for other non-renewable, polluting 
forms of heat energy. 

Advanced as the technology is, it 
continues to get better. Recent 
developments in this field include: 

* A “smart” system with solidstate, 
programmable controls. Homeowners can 
pre-set their EES to provide more or less 
heating and cooling at different times of 
the day. 

* An energy-storage system that allows 
excess heat to be stored for use during 
hours of peak demand. 

* Improved antifreeze solutions with 
better heat transfer characteristics.

rainbow yield in local waters 


The abundance of rainfall 
last week combined with 
some near balmy weather 
has triggered a large 
number of rainbow trout to 
leave their habitat of Lake 
Ontario and head inland 
toward their spawning 
beds. The cold snap that 
began today (Thursday 
March 21st) may just put a 
halt to any further runs until 
warmer weather returns and 
that may be a blessing to 
the trout that are already in 
the creeks by giving them 
more time to get north of 
the C.P.R. tracks where 
angling is prohibited til the 
end of April. 

Lake Port, Shelter Valley 
and Hortops Creek have 
been the sites where many 
local anglers have been 
targeting and an abundance 
of 'bows have been taken. 
Though spawn has 
~ accounted for most of the 
fish landed, a group of 
anglers from Ottawa had a 
bumper day last week 
bottom-bumping worms in 
the Hortops Creek. 

Anglers tossing out 
floating spawn sacks with 
the assistance of sliding 
sinkers have also been 
fairing quite well from the 
beaches when the wind 
direction has permitted. 
Any gust of wind from a 
southerly direction makes 
successful angling and near 
impossibility as the near 
shore waters mud-up 
sending the trout further out 
in the lake past the "dirt 
line", 

It's heartening to report 
the majority of the anglers 
are returning their catch to 
the water with only a few 
"meat anglers" taking home 
more than an odd fish for

ill Erder was a clerk at the post 
office in St. Louis, Missouri 
when he met attractive Dora 
Dodge. Will’s specialty was the 
general delivery window where 
Dora picked up her mail. The 
two young people soon became 
an item 

Will didn’t have all that interesting a history to 
share with his new girlfriend. He lived with his 
mother, Catherine Erder, and had worked at the 
post office for some time 

Dora had a more eventful past to share with her 
new boyfriend. She told Will that she had been 
unhappily married to a wealthy physician in Bur- 
lington, Iowa for a year before the doctor's recent 
death. Her cousin, Dr. Loren Doxey, was taking 
care of financial details concerning her husband’s 
estate back in Burlington 

In April, 1909, Will brought Dora home to meet 
mother, not as his girlfriend, but as his wife. He 
and Dora had eloped. Mum was understandably sur- 
prised. So was Will's sister Kate. Neither had known 
that Will even had a girlfriend. 

The happily-married couple rented a sweet little 
cottage not that far from the Erder homestead. 
Right from the beginning, Dora didn’t mix. She was 
hardly ever seen outside the house. 

Visitors were greeted rather curtly and were 
never made to feel welcome. As for Will, he seemed 
happy enough. After work, he would walk briskly 
home and not be seen until the next day, when he 
walked back to the post office. : 

Kate remarked to her mother that her brother 
and his new wife were acting mighty peculiar. Mum 
explained that newlyweds often wanted to be left 
alone Kate swallowed that one to a degree.

Why, nosy Mrs. Schwartz had even heard Will

Kate ostied to her brother’s home. She didn’t 
knock. Inside, Dr. Arthur Friedenberg was quick to 
allay Kate's fears. “Just a bad attack of indiges- 
tion,” he assured her. The doctor gave Will an 
injection and gave Dora a bottle of tablets, with 
instructions to give Will one when he woke up. 

Dora bade Kate goodbye, assuring her that she 
was more than capable of taking care of her hus- 
band herself. Next morning, the early warning sys- 
tem known as Schwartz again banged at Mrs. 
Erder’s door. She left no doubt as to the purpose of 
her mission when she shouted, “Mrs. Erder, Will's 
dying! I just heard the doctor saying so.” 

Mrs. Erder and Kate once more beat a path to 
Will’s door. Dr. Friedenberg was there, but Will 
wasn’t sick at all. He was dead. Dr. Friedenberg 
shook his head as he informed the family, ‘‘He died 
of tuberculosis of the intestines.’’ That appeared to 
be that, except for one thing. Sister Kate didn’t 
accept the natural causes theory. She decided to 
keep an eye on the widow Dora. 


Kate kept watch on her brother’s home and saw a 
moving van pull up and load the couple’s belong- 
ings. She was agog when she observed a handsome 
young man embrace Dora right there on the 
sidewalk.

canvassed drugstores located near the Doxeys’ 
hotel. She came ip with a Myron Wilson, who told 
her that Dr. Doxey had bought cacodylate of soda, a 


preparation containing arsenic. Wilson went on to 
tell Kate that he had once seen Dr. Doxey address 
some of the preparation to Dora Dodge, c/o Special 
Delivery, St. Louis. a 

When: Kate returned home and told police what 
she had discovered, they took her seriously. Will’s 
body was exhumed. There was no trace of tubercu- 
losis of the intestines. There were traces of arsenic 
in several vital organs. 

Dora was brought back to St. Louis and charged 
with her husband’s murder. Dr. Doxey was charged 
with being an accessory. 

Dora’s murder trial caused a sensation. Embar- 
rassed, Dr. Friedenberg admitted that his cause of 
death must have been in error. All the evidence 
against Dora was presented to the jury. There 
seemed little doubt that she was guilty as sin. 

Tilt. The defense had other ideas. Quick as a 
microwave, they produced a toxicologist who testi- 
fied that while arsenic was present in Will’s body, it 
was not found in quantities large enough to cause 
death. Another toxicologist testified that cacodylate 
of soda had the therapeutic value of arsenic but not 
its poisonous qualities. Dr. R. Gradwohl paraded 
healthy dogs into the courtroom who had been 
auected with massive quantities of cacodylate of 
soda. 

The jury retired to deliberate, faced with the per- 
plexing problem of having just heard two experts 
testify that Will Erder had not died from arsenic 
poisoning. The jury found Dora not guilty. There 
seemed little point in-trying Dr. Doxey as an 
accessory. Both were set free. 

A few days later, just before she left St. Louis, 
Dora called on her defense lawyer, Charles P. John- 
son. She told him, “I killed him, but I didn’t do it 
with arsenic. That was just a blind. I injected him 
with a big dose of morphine.” Dora ‘then left her 
attorney’s office as hurriedly as she had entered. 

Johnson immediately contacted the prosecuting 
attorney’s office, advising him of this most startling 
development. Both men agreed that Dora had 
planted the arsenic evidence, knowing that she 
would beat the rap if that avenue of the investiga- 
tion was followed. 

_A week later, the two lawyers were still discus- 
sing whether to bring Dora back to St. Louis to face 
bigamy charges when all their discussions became 
academic. A Denver newspaper reported that Dr. 
Loren Doxey and his wife Dora, who had recently 
been acquitted of the murder of Will Erder in St. 
Louis, had been drowned in a flash flood.

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APRIL IS CANCER MONTH 
Fight for life 
begins with 
diagnosis

Six years ago, Carol Wilkinson was told the lump in her 
breast was not cancerous. But because her mother had been 
diagnosed as having breast cancer and eventually had a 
mastectomy, Carol's doctor performed a lumpectomy. 

The lump was malignant. 

That first tumor has set the tone for the rest of her life. 

"Cancer is 90 per cent of your life once you've got it,” she 
says. "I'm not able to forget about it. It's always there. 
Always. I try to get on with life and forget it." 

Carol is a tiny woman with a pretty face that holds the 
fear of a disease that will not go away. Her cropped, salt and 
pepper hair gives her a youthful and energetic appearance. 

Two years after her first operation, Carol discovered 
another lump in the same breast. 

"I think the worst part was when I went to Princess 
Margaret (a Toronto hospital that deals just with cancer 
patients) for the lump and they told me I had secondaries in 
the bone," she says. "That was the worst because I felt at 
the time -- that's it.” 

Secondaries are what the medical profession call the 
primary type of cancer found in other parts of the body. 

When Carol found out she had secondaries, she decided 
she would spend less time working as a registered nurse in 
a busy Belleville medical practice where she had worked 

for 26 years. 

She began a treatment regime that would see her progress 
with stronger drugs and endure 21 radiation treatments to 
kill various tumors in different areas of her body. 

"You can only have radiation in one place once," 
says. "It kills everything.” 

Last February Carol started chemotherapy. She had a 
treatment every three to four weeks until the first of July. 
After her July treatment, she didn't have another until 
September. 

When she has her treatments, she is usually admitted to 
hospital because of side effects. 

"I feel very, very nauseated and I vomit. I have to have an 
(intravenous tube) because I can't keep anything down for 
three to five days afterwards,” Carol says. 

Her body's reaction to the therapy is worsening with 
every treatment. 

"The last chemo I've had affected my esophagus -- it 
made it really hard to swallow," Carol says. "The time 
before that it felt like I had a burned mouth, but the last 
time, in September, it was bad. It was a real burn. It was 
hard. If I managed to get anything down, it was a question 
of whether it would stay down or come back up." 

Carol couldn't handle her job while she was taking 
chemotherapy and had to quit.

Tornado lessons 


At its March 18 meeting, Sidney Township 
council decided to declare April as Tornado 
Awareness Month and sent information on 
protective measures to local media. Just a little 
over one week later, a tornado struck here in 
Belleville -- or if not a tornado (meteorologists are 
sull arguing) something very like a tomado. 

Tornados ofteg accompany _ severe 
thunderstorms, especially in spring and summer, 
because of the collision of warmer and cooler air. 

Prior warning is often available from 
Environment Canada, which issues severe weather 
watches up to six hours in advance of potentially 
dangerous storm weather and severe weather 
warnings when a severe thunderstorm is in 
progress or is expected to arrive within two hours. 

When a tornado threatens, residents should Stay 
away from windows, doors and outside walls. 
Maximum safety can usually be found in a 
basement or under a stairway, a sturdy table or in 
a closet. 

Arenas, bars or supermarkets with large areas 
of unsupported roofs should be avoided. 

If caught in the open, try to determine the 
tomado's direction of travel and move at right 
angles to it. If you can't avoid it, find a ditch, 
Tavine or other depression and lie flat — don't stay 
in your Car. If you can't find shelter, hang on to the 
base of a small tree or shrub.

It is believed to have originated somewhere between the 
Caspian Sea and China and has been a staple in the diet of 
Mediterranean’ people for-thousands of years. Immigration 
has resulted in it gaining its rightful place in Canadian 
cookery and vegetable gardens. saat 

It is a member of the Allium genus, which includes 
onions, leeks, chives, shallots and some fine omamentals 
and is one of the easiest of the genus to grow, provided you 
can give it a full-sun southern location, plenty of water and 
a porous soil with a high organic content. 

Garlic is a perennial that is grown in zones 3 or above as 
a winter annual harvested after only one season. (Below 
zone 3, garlic should be planted in spring as soon as the 
ground thaws. The only difference -- the bulbs will be 
smaller.) 

Like many plants with a bulbous storage system such as 
lilies and spring flowering bulbs, it is best planted in late 
summer, a few weeks before freeze up so it has time to 
develop an extensive root system in preparation for a surge 
of spring growth. On occasion, top growth will quickly 
winter kill. No worries. The bulb will sull be alive but may 
be reduced in size at next summer's harvest. 

Two strains of garlic -- known as ‘hardneck" and 
"softneck" -- are planted across Canada. The hardneck 
strains produce a flower stalk known as a "scape", which in 
tum, much like lilies, develop bulbuls that can be used as 
planting stock but will take two or three years before they 
develop into bulbs. If scapes are not produced, do not be 
concemed. It is likely a softneck variety that can be 
propagated only from cloves. 

Horticultural firms that specialize in bulbs are starting to 
Slart a variety of garlic bulbs. But most are grown from the 
packaged varieties sold in the produce stores. New crops 
Slarl appearing towards the end of summer. 

Select the plumpest bulbs available and store in the 
nisper of your refrigerator until planting time, preferably 
about six weeks before freeze up.

Spring is here and now is 
the perfect time to doa 
maintenance inspection of 
your car following winter's 
harsh driving conditions. 

The following checklist 
can be performed by a do- 
it-yourselfer or a a car. 
dealer/service station 
mechanic in less than two 
hours. 

Under the hood 

1) Check the level of 
coolant in the plastic 
overflow reservoir and the 
radiator. If necessary, add 
fluid so that it tests out to 
be a 50/50 mixture of 
ethylene glycol and water. 
If the coolant is rusty, it 
should be replaced and, 
possibly, the system should 
be drained and flushed. 

2) Hoses and belts are 
vital components of the 
cooling system if summer 
overheating is to be 
avoided. A good hose will 
feel firm. If it is soft or if it 
cracks or cuts and abrasions 
are visible on the cover, it 
should be replaced. 

Drive belts should be 
inspected for proper 
tension, cracks on the 
underside and sidewall 
wear. Most mechanics 
agree that belts should be 
replaced, regardless of 
condition, if your car is four 
years old. 

3) In addition to coolant, 
four other fluids should be * 
checked and topped off. 
These are the engine oil and 
the brake, power steering 
and transmission fluids. 
Your owner's manual will 
show you the locations of 
the dipsticks and the proper 
fluid to use for 
replenishment. 

4) Your car engine has 
several filters, which, if 
they become partially 
blocked or clogged, could 
cause the engine to stall, 

idle rough or lack power. 

The major filters are the 
fuel, oil and air cleaner 
elements. Some of the 
engine's filters.can be 
cleaned and reused, but 
most must be replaced. 

5) Sophisticated and often 
complex electronic systems 
should be checked bya

However, the car owner can 
check the external 
condition of the battery and 
all wiring for corrosion and 
loose or exposed cables. 

The belt on the alternator 
drive should also be 
inspected and replaced at 
regular four-year intervals. 

Under the Car 

6)Modern radial tires 
generally will last at least 
40,000 miles. But they 
should be checked regularly 
for air pressure and 
especially for tread wear. 

Tread patterns can tip you 
off to other problems such 
as over or underinflation, 
misalignment, improper 
wheel balance or a 
damaged suspension 
system, 

Replace a tire that has 
bulges or cuts and remove 
stones and other foreign 
material from between tread 
ribs. 

This is also a good time 
to check the brakes and 
wheel bearings and to have 
the car lubricated. 

7) Examine the muffler 
and connecting pipes. They 
must be free of breaks, 
holes and rust. 

8) Although 
undercarriage materials are 
made of plastic or 
aluminum or metal with 
undercoating, this is a good 
time to spray away mud, 
salt and sand left over from 
winter. 

Outside the Car 

9) Wash the car's exterior 
thoroughly and wax it as 
well. Look for water leaks 
at the windshield and rear 
window and, if necessary, 
apply a rubber-based sealer. 
If water is leaking into the 
trunk, check the condition 
of the gasket. 

10) Be sure to touch up 
any scratches, dents or 
nicks with a matching paint 
to prevent corrosion and 
rust. Before choosing a 
paint colour, look for the 
vehicle identification 
number in your owner's 
manual or on a plate in the 
engine compartment. A car

It’s a sport of discipline. 

Aligning eye and hand 
for the ultimate bull’s eye 
takes time, practice and 
concentration. 

And when the pressure 
hits at a _ national 
tournament and a player 
scores a perfect 180, it’s all 
worth it. 

Ask the 18 youngsters 
who practice an hour a day 
in preparation for their 
weekly meeting at the 
Royal Canadian Legion in 
Belleville. 

It is here the Belleville 
and District Youth Dart 
League gather to compete, 
converse and simply hang 
out with their club 
colleagues. Club co- 
ordinator Wayne Clarke is 
on hand for advice, 
coaching and supervision.

You have 
to keep yourself under 
control and maintain your 
concentration to stay 
competitive — especially in 
tournaments.”

Other cottages, as well as the Smalls’, 
faced the lake, but only Fred and the missus lived 
year round in their Shangri La. 

In 1914, Fred insured the picturesque cottage for 
$3,000. He also insured both his life and Florence's life 
for $20,000.

Edwin Connor had sold Fred all his insurance 
policies. Edwin, a teacher by profession, but an 
insurance salesman at heart, was Fred's best friend. 
In fact, the two men had planned on taking the train 
into Boston in October, when Fred promised to procure 
some lucrative insurance business for Edwin. 

On Sept. 28, the Smalls were the only inhabitants of 
the lakefront. All the other cottagers had closed up for 
the season. Around 8 a.m., Fred called Edwin on the 
phone and told him this was the day they planned on 
taking that trip to Boston. ‘‘Wait just a minute,’’ cried 
Edwin. There was a lack of communication here. The 
trip was planned for October. Mistake or no, Fred told 
his friend that he was leaving on the 4:07 train. He 
mentioned that school would be out and that Edwin 
should be able to make it. Edwin replied that he would 
phone back around | p.m. if he could arrange to leave 
on such short notice. 

That same morning, Fred had called in a grocery 
order, which was delivered by grocer Charlie Sceggel 
with his horse and wagon. Along with the groceries 
were five gallons of kerosene. Charlie chatted for a 
moment with Mrs. Small when he delivered the 
groceries at 11 a.m. 

Edwin called Fred at 1 p.m., but still couldn’t see 
his way clear to make the trip. If he could possibly get 
away, he would meet Fred at the station. 

At 2 p.m. Fred called Mr. Kennett at the 
Mountainview Hotel to pick him up with his horse and 
buggy in time to catch the 4:07. Kennett arrived an 
hour early and was a bit surprised to see Fred waiting 
for him on the verandah. He helped Fred toss the 
luggage onto the buggy. At the last minute, Fred 
opened the rear door of the cottage, stuck his head 
inside and shouted, ‘“‘Goodbye.’’ Kennett was later to 
say that he didn’t hear any reply to Fred’s farewell, 
but he was on the buggy some distance away. 

In the village, Fred spotted Edwin and managed to 
persuade him to take the trip to Boston. Edwin ran 
home, changed, packed his bags and was at the station 
in time to catch the 4:07 to Boston. 

Boys will be boys, especially in Beantown. Fred and 
Edwin had a little fun. They checked into Young’s 
Hotel, had a good meal, accompanied by several shots 
of rye, and took in a play. On the way to the play, 
they purchased postcards. Fred's card to Florence 
read, “Fair weather at Young’s.”’ It was signed Fred 
and dated Sept. 28, 1916, 8:40 p.m. 

Now, folks, if you are paying attention, and I have 
every reason to believe that you are, you might notice 
that Fred now has a witness who heard him saying 
goodbye to his wife and another witness who could 
swear that they were together in Boston at 8:40 p.m. 
He would even have a postcard, duly stamped by the 
U.S. government, proving that he was in Boston. 

When Edwin and Fred returned to Young’s, Fred 
was informed that Mountainview had been attempting 
to reach him all night. Fred got on the line and was 
told that his house had burned down. Worse still. there 
was no trace of Mrs. Small. Fred broke down completely. He 
wailed, "I'm all alone in the world.” He cried. Edwin 
comforted his friend and took over. He hired a motor car and 
packed his friend's bag. By 1 a.m. they were speeding on their 
way to Mountainview. Fred sobbed all the way. 

Fortunately, Fred had had the foresight to purchase 
a bottle of rye upon arrival in Boston. The jug came in 
handy. As the two men sped through the night, Fred 
theorized between sobs that his wife must have fallen 
asleep in front of the fireplace. He had often warned 
her of the danger.

The Sheriff and a doctor recovered Mrs. Small’s 
body, minus arms and legs. What was left of Florence 
was in a foot of water in the basement. A cord was 
tied around Florence's neck and there was a bullet 
hole in her skull. Her skull bore eight other wounds, 
believed to have been inflicted by an iron bar. 

Fred only had time to order a substantial bouquet of 
roses and a.card inscribed, ‘To my love,’’ before he 


was arrested and charged with murder. 

Where had Fred gone wrong? It was that darn water 
in the cellar. Florence’s body had dropped through two 
burned wooden floors, only to come to rest in water in 
the cellar, which had protected the torso and head 
from the intense heat. 

ody, Fred informed police that 


When taken into cust 
Mr. Kennett would swear that his wife had been alive 


when he left for Boston. Fred remembered kissing his 
wife goodbye and her shouting, “‘Don’t forget the 
lace.” Kennett may have heard that request on some 
other day, but on the day in question he would say 
only that he heard Fred shout goodbye. He had not 
heard a response. 

At the turn of the year, Fred went to trial for the 
murder of his wife. Prosecution attorneys brought up 
his insurance purchases. If that wasn't enough, 
meticulous Fred had in his luggage at the time of his 
arrest an inventory of every single item in his house. 
The list was downright embarrassing, but there was 
more. The cord found around Florence’s neck was 
traced to Fred’s motorboat. The bullet taken from the 
dead woman’s skull had been fired by Fred's Colt .32 
automatic, which was found in the ruins of the fire. A 
poker al the site may very well have been the weapon 
used to inflict the eight wounds to Florence’s skull. 

The prosecution saved the worst for the last. Doctors 
testified that Florence’s body had been placed on her 
bed. The bed and entire house had been doused with 
gasoline and kerosene. You might recall the kerosene 
delivered on the very day of the fire. 

In addition, investigators found thermite, a substance 
used by welders, capable of producing tremendous 
heat. Doctors testified that this accounted for the 
complete consumption of the legs and arms of the 
body. A charred alarm clock was discovered in the 
ruins. Prosecution attorneys theorized that Fred had 
used the clock to set off the inferno while he 
established his alibi in Boston. 

It was no contest. Fred was found guilty. On Jan. 15, 
1918, he was hanged for the murder of his wife.

going. No matter how hard she tries she 
cannot laugh. "How come this happened to 
me?" she asks, her voice cracking. 

She has little pain. 

"I guess I am very lucky," she Says. 
"Usually people who have active cancer 
look very ill, are sick and have pain. I am 
not sick and I never look ill." 

Carol is active. She walks a mile a day 

when the weather permits and does all 
her own housework with a little help 
from her husband. They spend their 
summers at a cottage on Papineau Lake 
north of Bancroft although much travel 
isn't possible for Carol. 

"I don't feel comfortable if I'm very far 
away from Belleville or Princess 
Margaret. To go into the United States -- 
I would not even attempt it. Or take a 
winter holiday," she says. 

And Carol's faith fades at times. 

"Everytime I went somewhere 
somebody was saying, ‘well, you 
remember so-and-so, well, they've just 
died of cancer,” she says. "I feel that is a 
real downer when people start telling me 
that. This is just where I can't cope 
anymore.” 

So Carol decided to go to a couple of 
cancer support group meetings. There 
are two groups in the area, one in 
Trenton that educates cancer patients and 
a new group in Belleville that is a self- 
support group. 

At a recent session of the Belleville 
group, one of the topics of conversation 
was hair loss due to chemotherapy. 

"What's a bit of hair when you're 
talking bout a longer lifespan? Hair is 
cheap," one woman commented. 

Carol wanted to discuss the reactions 
of other family members to cancer and 
its treatment. She has two children, both 
adopted. her oldest, a son, is in 
university while her 16-year-old 
daughter is coping with high school. 

She said she is concerned she will not 
get to see her son graduate from 
university, adding of her daughter, as 
well, "I've got to get her out of high 
school.” 

Her daughter's first reaction was 
denial, a common reaction to cancer. But 
she is coming to terms with it. 

"I could tell she was concerned,” Carol 
says. "I appreciate that." 

Her daughter calls Carol frequently 
from school to ensure she is okay. 

Other people at the support group also 
talked of denial. They said not only 
patients and their families and friends 
deny the fact they have cancer, but so do 
doctors. They also spoke briefly of new 
research. 

"(Having cancer) is very sad and it's 
great with all this research. And I really 
think they're going to come up with 
something to prevent it. But it's going to 
be too late for a lot of us when they do,” 
Carol says. 

"At the present time, you just hope and 
pray and do what you;re supposed to and 
somewhere along the line there may be a 
miracle."

Marine watch program planned for harbors

Thievery at Belleville’s 
Victoria Park harbor will be 
more difficult this season. 

Members of the Bay of Quinte 
Yacht Club, Belleville city 
officials and police are working 
towards the implementation of a 
Marine Watch Program. 

Despite the failure two years 
ago to launch a similar Marine 
Watch Program, organizers are 
optimistic this year it will fly. 

A five-member steering 


committee met March 14 to lay 
the groundwork for the program 
, expected to commence in late 
April, prior to the 1991 boating 
season. 

Identical to Neighbourhood 
Watch, Marine Watch should 
decrease the incidence of break- 
ins and thefts on boats moored 
in slips at the harbor. 

“Right now we're at the stage 
of getting some kind of structure 
organized,” says Belleville 
Police Const.

‘Humane Society 
shelter failed to 
provide proper —

Two former Quinte branch employees of the Ontario Humane 
Society are blowing the whistle eight months after they staged a 
permanent walk-out Aug. 17, 1990 in protest. 

Kennel attendants Sara Westbury and Donna Batchelor publicly charge 
the shelter with animal neglect, abuse and failure to provide proper 
facilities. 

When contacted by Quinte Weekly News, OHS (Belleville) director R V 
Dawe refused an interview. She had “no comment”. 

Westbury and Batchelor have three 
years combined working experience at "Ap? ' 
the shelter and say it’s time, despite Animals can't speak :

“Animals can’t speak for them.

In a long list of charges, both former employeés say conditions in some 
sections of the shelter are not fit for a dog. 

Some problems have been corrected since their departure, they concede, 
but the majority of problems still exist. 

“OHS Quinte Branch boasts of being one of the richest shelters in 
Ontario, yet the building is falling apart — there’s holes in the barn,

Button lottery covers cost

a viable need for the lottery,” said Dave Stewart, vice-chairman of the 
waterfront festival committee at a April 2 meeting. ; 

“This lottery could generate enough funds to offset the cost of putting 
on the festival each year.” ; 

. Also on the lottery committee agenda is the canvassing of Quinte 
businesses and industry to garner other potential draw prizes. 

Pat Feasey, BGH representative to the committee, expressed concern 
over conflicting solicitation of donators with the establishment of the 
Mighty Moira Duck Race last year.

Exposure to asbestos is 
commonplace at the shelter. 

“And the pipes are 
dangerous as well. They're 
covered by asbestos that 
hasn’t been removed.

When we used to mop 
we'd hit the pipes with the 
tops of our mops and flakes 
of asbestos would come 
down on the floor.”

For example, June 1990 
witnessed the killing of 81 
animals — 70 cats and ll 
dogs.

A further estimate of 700 
cats are killed on average 
every year at the shelter.

And improper euthanasia 
only added to the daily 
dilemma, compounded by 
the horror of selecting 
which animals die, which 
animals would live. 

Using T-61, an element 
that induces a heart attack, 
dogs were administered 
needles in the legs. Finding 
a vein was often painful. 
Cats receive needles 
directly in the stomach. 

It was only after OHS 
ruled that only veterinarians 
could perform euthanasia 
did the added suffering 
stop. Gassing cats with 
carbon monoxide also came 
to halt thanks to the 
regulations. 

“When the vet did it there 
was no problem. But other 
times without the vet, it 
could take up to 45 minutes 
for a dog to die, We had to 
do one little dog and we 
gave him enough to drop a 
Saint Bernard, but he kept 
fighting,” says Westbury. 
“Every time we had to do it

Housing industry pulls out of recession

Ontario Home Builder Association President Al Libfield Protect home buyers in future. 


says although the province’s housing industry is pulling 
out of the recession, several challenges remain steadfast. 


The most ominous threat to full recovery, he contends, is’ 


the provincial Development Charges Act, which would see 
the one-time lot levies 
tacked on to new homes to 
cover the cost of new 
services and schools. 

Each new home buyer 
can expect to pay $5,000 
and upwards. The act could 
drag out, unneedlessly, a 
return to favorable 
conditions. 

“We're in a walking 
Start, heading away from the recession. Fortunately there’s 
been a lot of pent-up demand after a rough year-and-a- 
half,” he said in an interview at the opening of the 20th 
Annual Quinte Home Show last Thursday. 

“Home builders, renovators and carpenters can expect a 
better year and with the weather getting better, it’s looking 
good. 

“But, with York region implementing the Development 
Charges Act levies it'll only be a matter of time before 
other municipalities will be doing it and that will slow the

“There is no limit to what municipalities can charge for 
levies. It is totally optional. If they can prove they need a 


- school, they can administer levies,” says Libfield. 


The OHBA president says that’s why his organization is 
taking the province to court. 

Despite claims by the Hastings Board of Education and 
Belleville City Hall that the levies aren’t needed in the 
Quinte region, Libfield says the act will ultimately affect 
everyone. 

“T think the NDP should live up to their promises and I 
also think they should review this to see what can be done 
for our industry.” 

Quinte MPP Hugh P. O’Neil, attending the home show 
opening, agrees it is a bad time for the legislation. 

“We’ve got the GST, PST, the recession and now these 
lot levies. It’s not a good time right now to add anything.” 

Lyle Vanclief, Hastings-Prince Edward MP concurs. 

“Because of the economy’s state of affairs right now, 
builders don’t need more problems. We’ve got to get 
things going. Lot levies should be accepted, but could be 


more so in times that are easier to handle. This is certainly _ 


a bad time.” 

Both politicians agree to some extent, however, that 
some form of additional assessment is needed to 
accommodate new services stemming from growth.

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Marmora breathes 
easier as Toronto 
waste plan is trashed 


We're delighted by Ontario Environment 
Minister Ruth Grier's decision that Metro Toronto 
won't be allowed to ship its garbage beyond its 
own borders for disposal. 

Grier decreed that Metro Toronto must find its 
own ways to dispose of its own trash. 

The decision was made with direct reference to a 
plan to ship Toronto garbage to Kirkland Lake in 
Northern Ontario, but the categorical decision 
would also seem to put the kibosh on any plan to 
ship garbage to Marmora. 

The proposal to use the former Marmoraton 
Mine pit for waste disposal was opposed by 
Quinte Weekly News as well as many community 
groups because of the environmental hazards. 
"Thanks to springs, the pit had tuned into a lake, 
leading to fears dangerous contaminants would 
leach into several river systems that flowed near 
the pit, including the Moira River that flows 
through Belleville to the Bay of Quinte. 

The reception here has been ecstatic. "We're 
absolutely excited about this announcement,” the 
president of the Marmora TNT was quoted as 
saying. We agree. 

The message that Ruth Grier has given the 
municipalities of metropolitan Toronto is that they 
must clean up their own problems, not by 
dumping their garbage in other people's 
backyards, but by recycling, reusing and 
otherwise reducing their garbage. 

That, of course, is a message to other 
municipalities as well. The message heard loud 
and clear is that the people who make garbage are 
responsible for it. And that, of course, is all of us.

The first step in growing garlic successfully is to learn a 
little about its systems: root, foliar and storage. 

The function of the root system is two-fold: to secure the 
plant in place and to take up raw nutrients. The foliar 
growth or leaves are the processing plants that convert the 
raw nutrients into a form palatable to the plant. The bulb, 
or storage system, is made up of thick modified storage 
leaves called cloves that serve as both the crop and the 
planting stock. And each of these systems have a 
"proportionate" relationship. 

The more extensive the root growth, the larger the 
volume of foliar growth. The larger the volume of foliar 
growth, the larger the processing capability and the larger 
the storage unites or bulbs. All of which calls for a porous 
and nutritious growing medium that both drains well, yet 
retains moisture at the level of the roots and allows 
penetration by the root system. 

The ideal soil would consist of 40 per cent mineral 
matter (ground rock ranging in size from sand to clay 
particles), 10 per cent organic matter, 25 per cent air 
spaces and 25 per cent moisture. While clay soils offer the 
greater problems, sandy soil also has its drawbacks. Fine- 
particles clay not only restricts root growth, it also 
prevents the penetration of air, water and nutrients. On the 
other hand, sandy soils drain moisture and nutrients too 
quickly from the root zone. Fortunately, there is one 
answer to both problems -- the conditioning of the soil in 
early summer with generous applications of organic matter 
and plant food. 

Since garlic does not compete well against weeds, avoid

the use of barnyard manure or topsoil that likely came 
from well-manured meadowland. Instead, use compost or 
peal moss and vermiculite mixed on a four to one basis. 
Scatter a low nitrogen, high phosphorous and potash dry 
garden fertilizer and then add a two-inch layer of compost 
or peat and vermiculite. Turn over to a depth of eight 
inches and rough rake. Add a second layer, turn over and

finish rake. Water well and let "cook" until planting time. 

In fall, plant cloves at a depth of about 5 cm and about 
12 cm apart with spacing between rows of about 20 cm. 
Harvesting the following summer should begin when the 
leaf tops begin to dry, discolour and bend towards the 
ground.If the idea of decorating your kitchen with strings 
of garlic appeals to you, recognize that is the end of their 
use as a food or flavouring. In Mediterranean countries 
where winters are mild, hanging bulbs is all part of the 
curing and storage process. But in the mid-winter climate 
of our centrally-heated homes where the relative humidity 
often drops to as low as 20 per cent, bulbs hung for 
decoration will quickly dry out. Better you store them in 
the crisper in the refrigerator. They may not look as good, 
but they'll certainly taste a lot better.

Don't start bike racing unless youre 


willing to be hooked on it! 


That's what happened to Rob Blair of 
Belleville. The 20-year-old starting BMX 
racing in 1985 and hasn't been able to shake 


the bug since. 

"Once you do it, you're hooked,” he says. 
Now, after taking a break of a year or two, 
he is back in racing as manager and member 

of the Quinte BMX Racing Team. . 

According to Rob, BMX racing is 
different from mountain bike racing in that it 
takes place on a shorter track 1,000 fect long 
make of smoothed dirt with jumps. "You're 
going as hard as you can pedal over jumps 
against up to seven otherniders,” Rob says. 

The nearest tracks are found in Kingston 
where there are two, one sanctioned by the 
National Bicycle League (NBL), to which 
the Quinte team belongs, and the Amencan 
Bike Association (ABA). 

The racing team, however, trains 
wherever it can find room in Belleville -- 
usually a paved or smooth dirt area with 
room for a few jumps as well. 

Team members range in age from 15 to 
17, while Rob and two others are 20 years 
old. Rob says they are looking fér another 
team member 8 to 11 years old who could 
compete in lower age categories. Riders 
compete against their own age groups and 
experience level, starting with beginner. 

They can't handle many more members, 
however, because of a shortage of cars for 
travelling to races. The first sanctioned race 
of the season will be May 8 in Kingston. 
The team will also be racing all around the 
province at other locations. 

AA Pro Riders are the highest level in 
BMX racing. While Rob says he doesn't 
nave to potential for that level, at least one 
member of the racing team could. They 
could hit it if they stick with it,” he says. 

Rob set up a booth at the Quinte Mall

Headaches await immigrants in Quinte 
who plan future permanent reunification of 
their families here in Canada. 

Immigration Canada has pulled its two- 
day service immigration centre from 
Belleville and replaced it with a hotline - 
number. The office closed the end of March. - 
The closure is part of a province-wide cost- 
culling program to remove immigration 
offices in rural areas. ira mail-in/phone-in 

is being substitu 
Daatiies Binge Edward MP Lyle 
Vanclief is adamantly opposed to the 
decision by Immigration and says the move 
will be costly for newly-established 
immigrants. 

Immigrants will have to travel to the 
regional office in Kingston to meet one-on- 
one with workers. Some don’t have cars. 

Travel, confusion, and a loss of salary for 
time taken to travel will hurt immigrants, he 
contends. “My argument is the closure will 
create un-needed hurdles for immigrants 
who want to re-unite their families and 
additionally will create an extra workload 
for volunteer agencies in Belleville,” says 
Vanclief. 

“Because there isn’t enough money to hire 
personnel, they’ve implemented a hot-line 
number and provided forms to be picked up 
at the CEC centre. But the problem is, there 
iso one to answer questions the applicants 
may have in person,” VanClief says. 

A spokesman for Quinte United 
Immigrants Service, a volunteer agency, 
agrees. “This is going to be a real loss to the 
city and the agency. It’s also going to be a 
real hardship for those involved in family 
re-unification,” says Cathering Hall, QUIS 
volunteer co-ordinator. 

“The hotline is just not the same — for 
many immigrants it’s hard to understand 
things in a new country, unless you’re face 
hg with a immigration worker,” says

lasted for hours, Melvin confessed in his own 
handwriting. 

In hindsight, it was realized that many expressions 
used in his confession copied those of his interrogators. 
Melvin also confessed verbally. He even reiterated the 
confession into a tape recorder. He took detectives to 
the general area where Eric’s body had been found. It 
wasn't the exact spot, but it was close enough. There 
was little doubt that Melvin was a monster in the 
guise of a simpleton. 

At Melvin’s trial, the Missouri jury decided his 
fate with a single ballot. He was found guilty and, 
on Jan. 2, 1980, was sentenced to life imprisonment 
in Missouri State Prison. Several officers who had 
worked on the difficult case received promotions for 
their diligent efforts in gathering the evidence against 
Melvin. 

On July 30, 1982, in a seemingly unrelated incident, 
ll-year-old Michelle Steele disappeared after keeping a 
dental appointment in downtown St. Joseph. Only 
hours after she failed to return to her home, her 
mother reported her missing to police. That same 
evening, policé and 65 volunteers commenced 
searching for the missing girl. Citizens couldn’t help 
but recall the ill-fated hunt for Eric Christgen. 

Raymond Shubert, his son David and a buddy, 
Billy, were fishing for catfish along the Missouri 
when they noticed a man sitting on the riverbank 
no more than 30 feet from where they were fishing. 
The stranger, who was wearing tennis shoes and a 
baseball cap, inquired if the fish were biting. 

Donald and Janet Niedel were down by the river 
that day. They, too, observed the stranger. At the 
time no one paid that much attention to the heavyset 
man sitting on the riverbank. 

Next morning, the search for Michelle Steele was 
expanded. The similarity of the events of four years 
earlier was on everyone's mind. While the search 
was In progress, a derelict named Richard Clark 
admitted himself to the St. Joseph State Mental

At the 
same time, Michelle Steele’s uncle, Roy Montgomery, 
found his niece’s naked body under some brush along 
the bank of the Missouri River, about a mile from 
where Eric Christgen’s body had been found 

The witnesses who had seen the man the day before 
so close to where Michelle’s body was discovered, . 
reported their sightings to police. Admittance officials 
at St. Joseph State Mental Hospital soon advised 
authorities of Richard Clark’s voluntary admittance 
into their institution. Clark matched the description of 
the man seen near the scene of the crime. 

Several eyewitnesses were shown photographs of 
Clark and identified him as the man who was seen 
near the river. Further checks identified the man in 
the hospital as Charlie Hatcher, a criminal with 
several convictions for sodomy and rape in his — 
checkered past. In most cases, Charlie had received 
stints in hospital rather than prison. He always _ 
recovered and was always released. Those studying 
this remarkable criminal were convinced that Charlie 
had been clever enough to beat the system. 

St. Joseph detectives questioned Charlie. He 
intermittently rolled his eyes, screamed like a wolf, 
remained totally silent for long periods of time and, 
in general, acted like someone rowing with less than 
one oar in the water. Charlie was playing the game he 
had been playing for decades. This time was different. 
Witnesses had placed him at the scene of the crime. 
He didn’t want to go to prison, but a hospital would do 
just fine. 

Charlie requested a meeting with the FBI. In order 
to gain credibility with them and add to his faked 
insanity act, Charlie produced a map of the area — 
around Rock Island, Rhode Island. The map contained 
detailed instructions as to where a body could be 
found. The FBI took him seriously and, sure enough, 
found the body of 34-year-old James Churchill, a 
Faas feeble-minded petty 
criminal who had been 
missing since June 1981. 

Charlie had not admitted 
to murder, but his map 
certainly was an attention 
grabber. He let authorities 
know he would soon tell 
them where other bodies 
could be found. 

Meanwhile, Charlie was 
charged with the murder 
of Michelle Steele. Then he 
; 4 dropped his bombshell. 

gee “When questioned about the 
murder of Eric Christgen, 

= he told an FBI agent that 
he had had no idea another man was serving time for 
this crime until he had read about it in a detective 
magazine. He gave FBI agents a detailed account of 
his every move on the day he had abducted and 
murdered Eric Christgen. Charlie provided minute 
details only the killer could know. With an innocent 
man in prison for the Christgen killing, the police took 
no chances. Charlie’s details were checked and 
rechecked. It was he who had taken the life of Eric 
Christgen. ; 

For reasons known only to himself, Charlie decided 
to periodically confess to other murders. He now 
admitted to having killed Churchill and a boy, William 
Freeman, in 1969. He told authorities that over the 
years he had killed 16 people. 

On Oct. 13, 1983, Charlie pleaded guilty to the 
murder of Eric Christgen and was sentenced to life 
imprisonment. A year later, Charlie was convicted 
of murdering Michelle Steele. For this crime he 
received life imprisonment without possibility of parole 
for 50 years. After serving only 10 weeks in 


confinement, Charles Hatcher hanged in his Missouri 
State Penitentiary cell. 











The day after Charlie’s conviction for the murder 
of Eric Christgen, Melvin Reynolds was released from 
jail. Rita Anderson had waited for her man. She and 
Melvin were married by the same judge who had 


sentenced him to prison. The Reynolds now have two 
children.

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Board 
struggles 
with 1991 
budget

Four months into the year, the Hastings 
County Board of Education is still 
struggling with its 1991 budget. 

Trustees are wrangling to reduce the 
projected mill rate increase of 19.72 per 
cent, which could cost the local taxpayer 
$172 more in education taxes.

The high mill rate is due to increased 
costs of pay equity legislation, UIC 
premium increases, other programs 
mandated by the Ministry of Education, 
and capital projects. 

That’s too high, trustees feel. They want 
to keep the mill rate lower, which means 
the budget should be covered as much as 
possible by provincial grants in order to 
ease the burden on the local taxpayer. 

Board Superintendent of Business Bill 
Grimson said the board has two main 
sources of income: government grants and 

local taxation. 

“So what we don’t get in grants we get 
from the local taxpayers,” he said. 

Board trustees held a series of budget 
meetings, and during the last meeting, 
April 8, recommendations were made in 
areas to reduce the mill rate. 

Grimson said the addition to the Prince 
Charles school in Trenton, technical 
upgrades, and handicapped accessibility 
would continue as planned. He said the 
additions to Tyendinaga and Marmora 
Senior schools would be considered if the 
ministry was prepared to cover the balance 
of the costs. 

The possibility of cutting back on the 
base budget, which covers routine projects 
such as building maintenance, and 
transferring funds from the board's 
reserves were also discussed. Grimson said 
the trustees hope to lower the mill rate to 
below 10 per cent. 

For the taxpayer, a one per Cent increase 
in the mill rate means an extra $8.81 in 
taxes. Provincial grants for the year total 
about $56.8 million. Another $50 million 
will come from local taxpayers.

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Education costs 


Education has been a steadily rising cost to the 
local taxpayer. In recent years, for example, it has 
been common for municipal councils to do a bit of 
‘board bashing’ -- pointing to their own lower rate 
hikes and blaming school boards for the increases. 

And it has been easy to blame school boards. 
They are highly visible and they are becoming 
increasingly costly. But the reasons for the nsing 
expense are often beyond the control of individual 
boards. : 

Take this year's Hastings County Board of 
Education budget. 

Trustees are having trouble striking a budget 
because, if they do everything they would like to 
do, taxpayers would face a mill rate increase of 
almost 20 per cent. But trustees regard that 
increase as unacceptable -- and we agree and so 
would most taxpayers. 

Among the factors are an estimated increase this 
year of $1.5 million in salaries due to pay equity 
mandated by Ontario legislation. Like other 
employers, the school board also faces major 
increases in UIC premiums. The board also faces 
having to implement new programs on order of 
the Ministry of Education every time, it seems, a 
new social crisis comes along. 

These are all things over which boards of 
education have no control. 

In addition, we would add the banner of pay 
“equity” waved by the teachers associations every 
time a contract comes up for renewal -- by which 
they mean that local teachers ought to be paid the

“A properly-fed child 
will learn more and have a 
better day on a full 
stomach. After all it 1s the 
most important meal of the 
day,” says Hall, who co- 
ordinates 24 volunteers for 
the project. “When these 
children come in for 
breakfast, they’re getting 
proper nutrition as well. 
They're growing and they 
need all of the nutritron 
they can get.” 

The program _—iIs 
monitored regularly by the 
Prince Edward-Hastings 
Health Unit to ensure the 
assistance is fulfilling 
nutritional requirements. 
The program ran from Nov. 
1 to the end of March. 

Each child was screened 
before being registered into 
the program. 

But, just as important as 
nutrition, the children are 
also getting love and care 
from volunteers during 
breakfast. 

“Some of these kids 
actually come up and ask 
for a hug first thing in the 
morning,” says Hall. 
“When you’re talking with 
these children, it may be 
the first kind word of the 
day.

himself by filing a $1-million law suit against the 
authorities for ruining his nursing career. Four months 
later, he and wife Martha filed another suit for four 
and a half million dollars against authorities, claiming 
damages to character and libel. 


The investigation pressed on. In the two hospitals in 
question, detectives found three hidden syringes con- 
taining traces of Lidocaine. The syringes bore labels 
with the signature of none other than Robert Diaz. 
Colleagues stated that Robert was seldom without 
syringes of Lidocaine in his pockets. Looking back, 
) these same colleagues recalled how agitated Robert 
would become just before a patient died and how he 
generally had just gone off duty when his patient 
expired. 

On Nov. 23, 1981, the day before Thanksgiving, 
Robert was arrested and charged with 12 murders. 
The victims were between the ages of 52 and 98. 

While Robert languished in jail awaiting trial, other 
| hospitals where he had been employed were inves- 
| tigated for unusual deaths. The results were astound- 
| ing. It was learned that 30 elderly patients had died in 
Los Angeles County hospitals while Robert was 
employed in those institutions. In Riverside and San 
Bernardino Counties, another 30 had died mysteriously 
while under Robert’s care. In all cases, the patients 
had turned red, then blue, and finally had suffered 
violent seizures. In those bodies exhumed, Lidocaine 
was found to be present in massive quantities. 


In November 1983, two years after his arrest, Robert 
went to trial, charged with 12 counts of murder. Elect- 
ing to stand trial before a judge rather than a jury, 
he was found guilty of all 12 killings. Throughout the 
court proceedings leading to his conviction, Robert 
maintained his innocence. 

The strongest evidence against him was the discov- 
ery of prepackaged doses of Lidocaine which had been 
tampered with to drastically increase their strength. 
All these bore Robert’s signature. 

iaz’s motive for his murder spree, which 

many feel claimed 60 victims, has never 

been firmly established. 

During the five month long trial, the 

longest ever held in Riverside County, 

Robert’s wife Martha instituted divorce 

proceedings and took legal action to keep 

the three children. Robert, always ready for a legal bat- 
tle, fought for custody of the children and lost. 

Robert Diaz lost in other ways as well. The presiding 


judge sentenced him to 12 death sentences.

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Grounds for 
optimism here 


Mayors can be expected to paint a rosy picture 
when asked to report on the cities they run, and , 
Mayor George Zegouras did just that at the annual ; 
Chamber of Commerce Mayor's Breakfast last & 


week. 
After enduring close to-a year of recession, 
however, it is good to dwell on the positive -- and 


like the mayor, we see positive things coming for 


Belleville. . 
As the mayor noted, the city may have been 


hammered by a recession along with the rest of * 


Canada, but Belleville has suffered less than many 
other areas. 

He's right. It may not feel like it to those who 
have suffered — and everyone has in one way or 
another — but we have been more fortunate than 
some communities. And we have grounds for 
cautious optimism that we will start to move out 
of the recessions soon -- have, indeed, started to 
already. 

A major factor is the new Sears warehousing 
facility. The mayor reported that construction 
remains on schedule with local hiring starting in 
October. Sears has told the mayor the company is 
expecting its workforce to be 600 to 800 people 
this fall. The company also expects 200 of its 
current employees to move here from Toronto. 

The fact that 200 families will be looking for 
homes here is good news to the real estate and 
construction industry and to any other industry, 
from furniture to wallpaper, that depends on 
housing. And, of course, the fact that 400 to 600 
new jobs will be created by late fall for people 
already living here is good news to local retailers. 

The mayor also reported another spinoff of the 
Sears warehouse -- an increased interest in the 
area from other companies seeking to start up or 
relocate. We may not see the fruits immediately, 
but they will come. 

Other projects such as Teddington’s in the City's 
downtown, put on hold because of high interest 
rates, can finally be expected to move ahead if 
rates continue their downward trend. 

All in all, we agree with the mayors optimism 
for the future of Belleville. At the breakfast. 
however, the mayor also noted some concerns for 
Belleville's future. We'll take a look at those next 


week.

Whether you grow your roses packaged 
in plastic or growing in containers, be sure 
and invest in two essentials: a pair of 
heavy leather gloves and a pair of good 
pruning shears.

society policy to clarify any 
confusion over who makes 
decisions at non-profit 
shelters. 

Quinte branch OHS have 
had several conflicts in past 
between volunteers, board 
members and paid OHS 
staff, concedes Denham. 

The conflicts have 
resulted in numerous staff 
members quitting over the 
past few years, including 
two former supervisors. 

“A firm policy is in place 
that stipulates who is in 
charge at the shelter. The 
supervisor is charged with 
total responsibility for the 
shelter, not the director or 
president or any of the 
board members,” says 
Denham. 

“The director shouldn’t 
even be deciding what 
disinfectant should be 
used,” Denham says. “The 
board of directors have no 
no legal status and no 
power in decision making. 
In effect, boards are mainly 
there for fundraising. If we 
allowed each branch 
(board) to make decisions it 
would be chaos. You can’t 
have volunteers making 
these decisions — it has to 
be he hired supervisor. 
Volunteers and board 
members have no more 
power at the shelter than 
any other member of the 
public.” -

that offer emergency housing, to get a better idea of the 
needs of the homeless and what can be done to better 
accommodate and assist them. 

Leering says the survey will be conducted within the next 
two months and will run for six months with the groups 
meeting afterwards to discuss recommendations. 

A 1990 survey by the South Hastings Access to 
Permanent Housing Committee showed 91 per cent of the 
organizations surveyed thought there was a need for some 
type of emergency shelter in the area. 

Acording to the welfare office, there is a 50-50 split 
between those who are chronically homeless, and those who 
are homeless due to some type of crisis. 

Leering says the Salvation Army and the Eastminster and 
Bridge Street United churches will put people up in local 
hotels, especially during the winter months when 
lemperatures dip below freezing. 

In larger urban centres. many homeless die of exposure 
each year. 

Belleville police report they have 50 to 60 people a year in 
their cells who can’t be accommodated anywhere else. 

“This sort of thing does happen here,” Leering says. 

The homelessness Problem is not one that has developed 
only recently. 

“I think it has been a hidden problem, but I don’t know

Foodbank assists

Belleville’s hunger problem is being charted by a 
first-ever study commissioned by city agency 
Community Development. 

Facts and figures are being compiled by a four- 
member task force for submission to the Ministry of 
Community and Social Services by early 1992. 

A task force member and director of Gleaner’s Food 
Bank, Anne Doef, says the findings of the study will 
jolt Belleville’s conscience. 

Identifying the magnitude of the problem has never 
before been undertaken. 

Doef estimates, however, there has been a 30 per 
cent increase in people dependent on the food bank 
since the start of the recession. 

Estimates, however, are not good enough for social 
change. Actually charting the hunger problem will 
provide a sound base for a focused, long-term course of 
action to cut or even end the need for food banks. 

“Tt will be very interesting to see the findings of this 
hunger task force,” she says. “I think it will raise 
Belleville’s consciousness.”

Trout Techniques 
require finesse on 
opening weekend 


Friday midnight marks 
the opening day of trout 
fishing in our area and as 
usual the streams that 
empty to Lake Ontario will 
generate much of the 
angling traffic. Anglers will 
be elbow to elbow on some 
stretches of Shelter Valley 
and Hortops Creek where 
there are heavy runs of 
migratory rainbow trout. 

A more serene 
environment can be found 
on the smaller creeks that 
hold speckled and brown 
trout. 

Rawdon and Fuller 
Creeks that meander 
through the woodlots and 
farm lands just north of 
Belleville would be a-good 
choice for those in search 
of speckles or brookies 

.What these fish lose in 
size is gained with their 
fighting quality on ultra- 
light tackle and their fine 
taste on the dinner plate. 
The meager offering of a 
small worm on a hook is 
usually all that is required 
to entice those colorful 
trout to bite.

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elleville, Indiana, is located about 30 
miles southwest of Indianapolis. It is 
not much more than a crossroads. One 
can only imagine the village’s 
appearance back during the Christmas 
season of 1894. Farmhouses were gaily 
bedecked with homemade decorations. 
The sound of sleighbells pierced the crisp winter air as 
farmers travelled back and forth to the general store. 

The local church was the focal point of the rural 

ommunity. Close by the church, just off the main 

ad, dwelt the Reverend William E. Hinshaw. the 

tual leader of the village. Each Sunday, the good 

f oth would remind his flock of the wages 

He must have had a positive influence on his 
because there was a distinct absence of 
sin around Belleville. We don’t know if this can be 
attributed solely to the Reverend’s hellfire and 
Orimstone sermons or the decided lack of opportunity 
n the village. At any rate, the Reverend was well 
respected, as was his rather timid wife, Thurza. Both 
were extremely active in community affairs. 

On the night of Jan. 10, 1895, Belleville’s tranquillity 
was shattered by the sharp report of two pistol shots. 
In a large city, the sounds might have gone unnoticed 
among the scores of city noises, but in Belleville the 
sound of a gun being fired woke up most citizens. The 
shots were followed by screams of, “Help, help!” The 
villagers threw open their doors and ran outside. Half 
dressed men ran to the source of the blood curdling 
Screams. There, in the snow, they found their minister. 

Rev. Hinshaw lay wallowing in the snow, clad only 
in his underwear. He had a superficial bullet wound 
just above his left breast, which bled profusely. In 


addition, the Reverend had been stabbed a total of 17

Weeks turned into months. The Reverend repea 
details of that tragic night over and over to anyone 
who showed the least interest. In fact, it was this 
retelling of the tragedy that first caused eouie : 
villagers to find flaws in the minister’s story. There ber 
a lot of gossip in smelt communities. Tongues wagged. 
Stories were comp: ; 

Finally, a few villagers were chosen to face the 
Reverend with their doubts. Instead of clearing u 
the matter, this little meeting only served to mu 
the waters. Darn it all, the Reverend now gave a 
version which aitere _ many details Coe miges 
he had given earlier. This was serious. 
fearing wre of the cloth had lied about details, could 
he have lied about more important matters? The 
very thought of such a thing seemed like heresy. 
eresy or no, an official inquiry into 
Thurza’s murder was instituted. The 
lady who had heard the pounding of 
feet past her house on the night of 
the murder was questioned again. Now 
it came out that there were horses in 
the general vicinity of her house. She 
admitted that the noise she had’ heard might have been 
loose horses galloping by. 

A young lad volunteered a juicy morsel. On more 
than one occasion he had seen an unidentified young 
lady sneaking out of the Reverend’s house late at 
night. Almost a hundred years later, you can still 
hear the villagers’ gossip - ‘Just imagine, our ; 
minister, with a woman on the side. Would you believe 
it? And right here in Belleville, too.’’ 

A routine autopsy had been performed on Thurza’s 
body. There had been very little necessity to scrutinize 
the results. Circumstances were different now. It was 
revealed that Thurza had been shot with a .38 calibre 
bullet, which had entered over her right ear and exited 
above her left temple, shattering the speech centre of 
her brain. After receiving such an injury, she would be 
unable to utter a sound. But hadn’t Rev. Hinshaw 
stated that his wife had shouted, “Oh, I’m shot! Will, 
did you shoot me?” The Reverend had even said that _ 
his wife had been up struggling with her attackers 
after being shot. His story simply didn't jiye with the 


Rev. Hinshaw’s murder trial lasted a full month, 








was sentenced to life imprisonment in the Indiana 
State Prison. 


After spending 23 years in prison, Hinshaw was 
paroled on March 28, 1918, at age 56. He married, 


acquired a small ranch near Aroya, Colorado and 
settled there with his wife.

Recommendations from a study 
commissioned last spring to investigate 
violence in the school system are expected 
to be submitted to trustees, including stiffer 
guidelines for school security in the county. 

A far-reaching action plan will be 
formulated from the Study 
recommendations and will apply to the 
17,000 people involved in the school 
system. 

Lloyd Jones, superintendent of 
instruction, says Hastings County may not 
be far behind urban schools in incidental 
violence on the school ground. To date, 
however, instances of violence in Hastings 
County pale in comparison to large cities 
such as Toronto both in frequency and 
severity. 

Nonetheless, the board plans to make 
dealing with potential violence a higher 
priority 

“We're partly anticipating possible trends 
that could get worse. The good thing is that 
we'll be able to pick up on them before the 
violence problems catch up on us,” says 
Jones.

Up to 100,000 Canadians are affected by 


an exhausting viral infection that injures 
the brain, immune system and muscles of 
its victims. Seventy per cent are women, 
30 per cent are men. 

Chronic fatigue syndrome, or myalgic 
encephalomyelitis (ME), tends to strike 
among the best, the brightest, those who 
play and work the hardest,” both children 
and adults, says Nightingale Research 
Foundation chair Dr. Byron Hyde. 

Although ME can affect people of all 
ages, it is particularly common among 
individuals with increased public exposure. 
Teachers, nurses, doctors and other health 
Care workers are most prone to be infected 
by ME. 

Because ME has 46 varied symptoms, 
many doctors are hesitant to believe in the 
infectious disease. Patients are often 
misdiagnosed or told their pain is all in 
their heads, Dianne McNamee says. 

McNamee, a secretary to the comptroller 
at Loyalist College, is a member of the 
Quinte ME support group. Her teenage 
daughter is an ME suffer. 

The Ottawa-based Nightingale 
Foundation is a registered charitable 
Canadian organization incorporated in 
1988 to conduct and assist research in ME.

"It is quite possible that with time the polio viruses have 
shifted from attacking the anterior spinal cord to attacking 
the rest of the brain and nervous system, the part not 
protected by polio immunization," Hyde says. 

People with ME suffer an array of unexplained 
symptoms. Eight of the following must persist or recur over 
six month for a person to qualify as having ME: chills or 
low grade fever, sore throat, tender lymph nodes, muscle 
pain, muscle weakness, extreme fatigue, joint pain (without 
swelling), neurological problems (confusion, memory loss, 
visual disturbances) and sleep disorders. With ME, the 
symptoms occur suddenly. 

The symptoms of ME are similar to AIDS and muscular 
sclerosis. With AIDS, the sufferer either has a very weak or 
non-functioning immune system. With ME, the immune 
system over-functions. 

One way to mule to rule out any other medical condition is 
to properly diagnose through extensive physical 
examination, laboratory testing and scanning techniques. 

A new blood test is used to positively identify ME, 
Dianne says, but it is not available in Canada. The United 
States and England are much further ahead in ME research. 
A new medication called Ampligen, in the research stage in 
the U.S., will soon be available here. However, the cost per 
patient is estimated at $15,000 per year. 

The Nightingale Research Foundation has examined a

"The effect of the disease is to cause an acute change in 
their academic abilities. The children develop difficulties in 
reading (dyslexia), in writing and talking -- all symptoms of 
brain damage. And they show extreme loss in their math and 
science ability," Hyde says. 

To promote awareness and education about the disease, 
three members of the Quinte ME Support group are co- 
ordinating a seminar to be held at Loyalist College on May 
4. Of the 100 member support group, Dianne is the only 
member who doesn’t have ME. 

A separate seminar for medical personnel will also be 
held. Hyde will address staff from area hospitals, nursing 
homes and schools, as well as doctors, dentists and nurses. 

Although Ontario's minister of health, Evelyn Gigantes 
has recently declared myalgic encephalomyelitis as a 
disease, no government research being done, Dianne says. 
The Nightingale Research Foundation must rely on public 
donations to raise funds. 

People attending the seminar may register by donating 
$10 or more to the Nightingale Research Foundation or by 
paying the foundation's $35 membership fee, which entitles 
members to the newest ME research information. Tax 
deductible receipts will be issued and proceeds will go 
toward finding a cure for ME.

The mayor is touching on a real problem to all 
municipalities. Current waste disposal sites are fast 
filling up and finding new ones Is harder and 
harder. We, too, could find ourselves in the same 
position as Toronto, faced by mounds of garbage 
and nowhere to put it . ; 

One thing we know for sure: waste disposal is 
eoing to cost us all more. Currently, the city pays 
$39 per ton, considerably less than the $140 per 
ton paid by Cobourg and Kingston. 

We will always need waste disposal sites, but 
perhaps higher prices of disposal will make us 
think twice about recycling and reusing. And the 
bright spot here is that the city has started recycling 
since the mayor's last breakfast. The mayor stated 
that 15 to 20 per cent of the city's garbage is now 
being recycled -- a start but only a start. 

The mayor's second concern is the need for 
expansion and upgrading of the city's sewage 
treatment plant. The plant is going to need it if the 
area is going to expand -- and expansion does 
definitely seem to be on the horizon. And 
expansions and upgradings are not cheap. This is 
going to be one of the costs of development -- and 
one of the costs we will have to pay for a cleaner 
bay. 

Finally, the mayor notes his concern over water 
supply not just for the city but for the region. 

One of his pet projects is the piping of water 
from Lake Ontario to service Quinte. His solution 
may Or may not be correct -- a study is looking at it 
right now -- but his analysis of the problem 
Certainly is. 

The mayor notes that the Ministry of 
Environment won't allow much more growth in the 
unserviced rural areas, which will reverse a 20-year 
population trend away from cities and put more 
pressure on the cities of Quinte as the area grows. 

Regional planning and co-operation between the 
municipalities of Quinte will become more 
essential than ever, the mayor says, adding that 
planning can't be fragmented and will have to 


include both developmental and environmental 
impact on the area. 

We couldn't agree more. 

Finally, we note a concern of our own. At one 
point in his speech, the mayor stated that 
companies such as Sears are locating or looking at 
locating here because "it is a desirable place to live 
and work,” adding: “lifestyle issues attract 
growth.” 

He is right. 

But lifestyle - quality of life — 
the top of the agenda for local 
and development, budgets and 
been more important. 

We don't disagree. But we do think -- and we'll 
bet most residents will agree -- that the quality of 
growth and development and how it changes the 
way we live is just as important. 

We'd like to see the so-called lifestyle issues go 
to the top of the agenda alongside growth and 


development. The two go hand in hand.

Moving polaroids -- that’s 
how videography hobbyist 
Bill McCormick expresses 
his newest love. And he 
wants to spread _ his 
enthusiasm. —- 

A handful of colleagues 
share in the spirit. They’re 
forming the Quinte 
Videography Club for 
camcorder hobbyists in the 
region. 

Primarily directed at the 
interests of the amateur 
hobbyist, McCormick says 
the club's main mandate will 
be to.improve ability with 
the camera. 

Having some plain, old- 

-fashioned fun, however, 
won't be far behind. 

“We want to leam how to 
use the video camera 
properly. But at the same 
time we want to have some 
fun and be able to learn to 
enjoy the hobby,” says 
McCormick, part of the trio 
that got the idea off of the 
ground.

With a still camera, 
you freeze only a fraction of 
a second of time. With a 
video camera you can freeze 
a whole period of time,” 

says McCormick. 

Weddings, in particular, 
prove a favorite breeding 

ground for amateur 
camcorder enthusiasts vying 
to catch those special 
memories on VHS or 8mm. 

The problem, however, is 
many are disappointed in the 
final production as the 
family sits around the 
television in anticipation of 
seeing themselves 
immortalized in emulsion. 

“While we don’t want to 
make things too complex, 
we do want to learn through 
practice and as well each 
other’s mistakes what not to 
do with a video camera,” 
says McCormick.

Seeing 
stars? 

Join the 
astronomy 
club 


Are you interested in 
seeing stars? If you are, 
then you might be 
interested in joining the 
Quinte Quasars and Quarks 
Club! 

A meeting is being held 
at Loyalist College next 
Monday to discuss the 
viability of forming an 
official astronomy club. 

Unofficially, a club 
already exists, says Peter 
Kinnes, who has taught 
astronomy as a night course 
at Loyalist College for the 
past two years. . 

As a result of the course, 
a growing number of 
people in the area have 
shown an interest in 
astronomy. According to 
Kinnes, ten to 15 people 
meet regularly on clear 
nights to gaze at stars and 
planets. 

If the club gets off the 
ground, it would offer a 
wide range of other 
astronomical activities such 
as field trips, seminars, 
workshops, films and talks. 

A long term goal of the 
club would be to build its 
own observatory and 
meeting place. The club 
would need land and at 
least two large telescopes. 
Right now, the largest 
telescope owned by a group 
member is a 10 inch 
Newtonian. 

An observatory would be 
expensive to start, he 
concedes, adding it is a 
“very long term goal.” 

Another goal of the club 
would be to encourage 
study of astronomy in area 
schools. He foresees 
cooperating with the board 
of education, providing 
classroom information 
about astronomy and 
organizing Tield trips for 
classes.

Girls need 
Big Sisters

Not every child has someone to look 
up to and rely on for guidance. 

But Big Sisters of Belleville and 
District is trying to provide such 
guidance and support. 

The organization has been in 
Belleville since 1974, when it was 
part of the dual agency of Big 
Brothers/Big Sisters. In 1978 it 
became a separate organization, and 
Marilyn Dowie, executive director of 
the Belleville office, says the 
organization can be more effective on 
its own.

“It's important to be a separate 
agency,” Dowie says. “Girls tend to 
get lost in the shuffle in a dual agency, 
and the needs of girls are different 
than the needs of boys.” 

Dowie says they are not a “miracle 
agency”, but they can help a child by 
introducing her to someone who can 
help them along and tell them they 
can make things all nght. 

Little sisters don’t necessanly have 
to come from single-parent families, 
Dowie says. Sometimes the parents 
may be too busy to spend time with 
their child. 

Dowie says 19 girls are now 
matched with big Sisters, and 10 girls 
are waiting to be matched. 

Recruiting plays a big part for the 
agency. Dowie says public awareness 
is the key to getting volunteers. 

“You can’t wait for them the walk 
through the door, you have to have 
public awareness,” she says. 

To mform the public of the agency, 
volunteers visit mall parking lots and 
leave notices on cars which gives a 
number to call for further information.

Dowie says she hopes some of the 
older little sisters will become big 
sisters themselves.

Planting root- -packaged roses can be nsky, 
especially late in the spnng when they have 





of Canada’s largest rose growers, White 
Rose in Goodwood, Ont., grow half a 
million roses a year in pure sand. The secret 
of growing in sand -- don’t cultivate. 

Before you plant container-grown roses, 
soak thoroughly and run a long-bladed 
knife between the container and the soil to 
loosen any adhering roots. Start digging and 
keep testing for depth by setting the 
container in the hole in order to keep the 
graft, the swollen portion where the canes 
originate, one to two inches below the 
finished ground level. When the depth is 
right, slip the rose out of the container, 
disturbing the root system as little as 
possible. 

Lift it gently with one hand, holding the 
pot with the other an set it in the hole then 
backfill until the hole is three-quarters full 
and them water in with two litres of a 
solution of a recommended rose-fertilizer, 
usually: one with a high middle number. Let 
drain and continue to fill, packing as you

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go, until the hole is full and that’s it. 

Dig a similar-sized hole for dry-root 

roses, pile a cone of soil in the centre of the 

hak then spread the roots over the cone. 
Backfill, water in, continue to fill and pack 
in the same way as container-grown rose 
but don’t expect top growth for about a 
month until the root growth is established. 

Water roses at least once a month, 
applying a litre of water 
of water each time. Feed 
once a month with a 


Unfortunately, insects 
and diseases like roses 
as much as people do, 
so talk to your 
nurseryman about a spray program and 
stick to it religiously. 

One more word about pruning: don’t 
confine it to springtime. Rather, regard 
pruning as an on-going activity that goes on 
all season long, as one of the biggest assists 
you can give your shrubs in producing 
blooms all season and to encourage 
climbing roses to bloom next year. 

As blossoms fade, trace down the 
blossoming stem to the first group of five 
leaves and make an angle cut just above 
that point. In a few weeks or even days, 
new flowering stems will appear and they 
will supply a new set of blooms in a month 
to six weeks. 

By the way, you can overdo feeding. Not 
during the early and mid-part of summer, 
but after Aug. 15th, put the plant food away 
and supply water only, plenty of it. What 
you are trying to avoid is the forcing of too 
much soft growth that may not have time to 
harden off before freeze-up.

The Silvas family consisted of a widowed mother 
and her four sons, George, Felix, Tony and James. 
All were hard working, reputable young men who 
were devoted ,t0 each other and their mother. No 
one in the community had a derogatory word to say 
about the Silvas family. 

One hot autumn day, Felix, Tony and James 
called on Sheriff Montoya with the Startling news 
that their older brother George was missing. They 
told the Sheriff that George had been missing for 
three days. He had last chatted with them in front 
of his apartment, which was located behind the 
family’s general Store. It was 10 o’clock on Saturday 
night, Oct. 9. George had told his brothers that he 
was going directly to bed. 

yhen George didn’t show up for Sunday dinner, 
Felix went to his brother’s room. George’s bed had 
not been slept in. Nothing had been taken from the 
room. In fact, George’s money and some jewellery 
were visible on a bureau. There was no sign of a 
Struggle. His car was still in the garage. Felix went 
on to explain that his brother had never been away 
overnight without advising their mother. 
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Montoya, realizing that the Silvas were a well 
respected, no-nonsense clan, took the disappearance 

seriously. He knew that they must have made 

inquiries themselves in the three days that their 
brother had been missing. 

The boys volunteered that they had called several 
of George’s friends without any concrete results. 
Initially, they thought that George’s best friend, Bill 
Smith, might know something, but when they called 
Smith’s ranch, they were told that he was away 
visiting in Detroit. 

Montoya wired Detroit police to check up on 
Smith. The next day he received a reply, advising 
him that Smith had arrived in Detroit on Oct. 9 to 
visit a girlfriend. The Detroit police had received 
this information from Smith's girlfriend. Unfortuna- 
tely, she-didn’t-know-his present whereabouts. She 
only knew that he had left Detroit. 

The next day Bill Smith walked into the Sheriff's 
office, inquiring as to what had happened to his 
hunting and fishing buddy, George Silvas. The Sher- 
iff had to admit that he simply didn’t know. He was 
interested in anything Bill had to tell him about 
George. Bill told the Sheriff that George had no 
enemies. He did give the Sheriff one juicy bit of 
information. He claimed George had told him that 
his brothers resented him, as the oldest son, having 
a larger share of the family business than they did. 

The Sheriff had a hard time swallowing this last 
bit of information. As far as he knew, the Silvas 
boys were extremely loyal to each other. However, 
one can never be sure of such things. Families have 
been known to keep dark secrets to themselves. 

Understandably, George Silvas’ disappearance 
made the headlines of the local newspaper. The pub- 
licity brought immediate results. One young man 
called the Sheriff, advising him that he had seen 
George at 11 o'clock on the night of his disappear- 
ance. He was talking to someone in a car, whom the 
witness was unable to identify. 

Evidently, George had not gone to bed at 10 p.m., 
as he had told his brothers. This was verified when 
the owner of a dance hall reported that the missing 
man had been in the dance hall around 11:30 p.m. 
and had left by himself. The dance hall owner was 
the last person to see George Silvas. 

ome weeks passed and the missing per- 
son’s case remained unsolved despite a 
$5,000 reward being offered to the per- 
son leading authorities to George Silvas, 

dead or alive. 
Wally Sands, a 16-year-old high school 
student, rushed into the Sheriff's office 
‘and related the following story. He and three other 
youths had driven out across the mesa to find a 
Christmas tree. About five miles outside of. town, 
they drove past mountains lush with pines and 
cedars.

Sheriff Montoya, accompanied by Wally, picked 
up Felix Silvas and drove out to identify the body. 
The Sheriff was pretty sure that it was George who 
lay out on the mesa. He was right. Felix tearfully 
identified his brother’s body. The Sheriff noted that 
there were two bullet holes in the victim’s head, 
either one of which could have been fatal. 

The Sheriff drove Wally back to his office. He 
wanted to question the boy further. You see, there 
was something in his earlier recital of how he had 
discovered the body that didn’t ring true. Did you 
catch the flaw in the boy’s story? 

Montoya wanted to know why the boy had stopped 
his car and headed directly for a stunted tree when 
they had driven by beautiful pines and cedars. 
Wally stuttered. Then he broke down and shouted, 
“I didn’t kill him! I didn’t.” The Sheriff wanted to 
know more. 

Wally, now in tears, continued to tell the Sheriff 
that he had met a friend-who had offered him a 
drive in his brand new car. Wally had accepted the 
lift. Later, they had picked up George outside the 
dance hall. Out on the mesa, George and the owner 
of the vehicle had commenced to argue. Wally 
thought that the argument had something to do with 
a bad cheque. Evidently, the owner of the car had 
stuck George with a worthless cheque. George insin- 
utated that instead of buying a new car, his friend 
should have honored his cheque. 

The two antagonists got out of the car. Wally 
heard shots and saw George fall to the ground. The 
vehicle's owner had dragged George’s body off the 
road. He came back and told Wally that if he ever 
revealed what he had seen, he would be killed. 
Later, when the reward of $5,000 was posted, this 
Same man instructed Wally to accidentally discover 
the body so that he could collect the reward. He 
pote then turn the money over to the friend or be 

illed. 

It was a fantastic yarn with one detail missing. 
Who was the friend with the new car? Poor Wally 
Sands blurted out the name - Bill Smith. 

But how could that be? Smith had been in Detroit 
at the time of the murder. Montoya once again con- 
tacted Detroit police. This time their investigation 
was far more thorough. They learned that when 
Smith was in the company of his girlfriend, he kept 
telling her that he had arrived on the ninth of the 
month. It was only natural that when questioned as 
to when her boyfriend had arrived in town, the dale 
that came to her mind was the ninth. You might 
recall that, when the first inquiry was made of the 
Detroit police, the case involved a missing person 
and not a murder. 

Bill Smith was taken into custody. When faced 
with Wally Sands’ and his girlfriend's statements, 
he confessed to the murder. It had happened exactly 
as Wally had told the Sheriff. Bill added, “I didn’t 
mean to kill him. George was my best friend. I 
guess I just lost my head. What else can I say?” 

On Feb. 10, 1934, Bill Smith was found guilty of 
murder. He was sentenced to life imprisonment, all 
because of a bright sheriff and a stunted Christmas 
tree.

Gea hot shade a few years later. 
Mostof the successful anglers I spoke with 
jast May related that white was putting the 
fish on the stringer. 

Rubber twister tails and Sassy Shad 
rigged on the end of a jig is perhaps the 

mber one choice for those lifting and 
raerine their jiggings sticks, yet a lot can 
be said for buck tailed jigs sweetened 
with live bait, as they have accounted 
for many walleye being taken in the 


BO ee will give the nod to spinners 
such as Panther Martin, Blue Fox, 
Mepps, etc. and sweetened with a 
minnow or worm. Again, Carrya 
variety of colours in your tackle box as 
light conditions and water clarity will 


Perhaps the best tip I've learned is 
that persistence pays off. If you know 
that a certain area or structure holds 
walleye, stick with it. I think most of us 
get caught up with opening day fever 
and tend to hurry from spot to spot 
without really working the area. If 
you've had success on a shoal or 
weedbed before, chances are the 
walleye will return there and covering 
that area methodically should pay off. 

Floating jig heads have been gaining 
alot of attention amongst walleye 
* anglers the last few years. They show 
their worth when tied on a lead line of 6 
to 10 inches ahead of a sliding sinker of 
Lindy Rig. Decorated with live bait and 
drifted along walleye-holding structure 
has proven productive for this lure. 

There is a slew of tackle out there to 
choose from and the ardent angler 
carries most of it in his box. Yet we 
don't direct as much attention when 
selecting our live bait. We purchase 
various sizes of stick baits, spinners and 
jigs, yet bait our lures with same 
species of minnows that are most likely 
consistent in size. 

You don't think that bait size or lure 
colour matters? Go talk to a fly fisher 
who take great pains in attempting to 
match the hatch. 

Non-boating anglers can likewise 
enjoy a feed on opening day walleye, 
especially those who don't mind the 
cooler evening temperature. The Moira 
River, as far north as the Quinte Living 
Centre, has lots of walleye in the swim 
that are not that hard to entice to bite.

Gossip 


One of Hastings County's 
most influential but little- 
known historical figures is 
the subject of a book to be 
unveiled May 7. 

He's George Benjamin, 
founder of The 
Intelligencer, first clerk of 
the village of Belleville, 
reeve of Hungerford 
Township and warden of 
Hastings County longer 
than anyone, as well as 
being a prominent educator, 
militia officer, Orangeman, 
businessman and _ the 
inspiration for an unusual 
character in a Susanna 
Moodie novel. 

Toronto authors Sheldon 
and Judith Godfrey have 
written Burn This Gossip,
